AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Highways,  Bridges,  Sewers, 
and  cleansing  the  City. 

Whereas,  Section  4th  of  an  Ordinance  entitled,  An  Or- 
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dinance  supplementary  to  An  Ordinance,  entitled,  An  Or- 
dinance to  regulate  Passenger  Railways,  approved  April  1, 
1859,  provides  that  any  City  Passenger  Railway  Company 
now  incorporated,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  incorporated, 
shall  after  notice  has  been  given  to  said  Company,  by  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  repair,  or  repave  from 
curb  stone  to  curb  stone,  any  street  over  and  along  which 
the  tracks  or  rails  of  said  Company  may  pass ;  the  said 
paving  or  repairing  shall  be  done  according  to  the  grade 
now  established,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  established  by 
law.  And  shall  replace  the  grade  of  said  street  so  far  as 
the  same  may  be  altered  by  said  Company,  as  aforesaid, 
■within  the  time  fixed  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways in  said  notice.  And  ivhereas,  it  is  also  provided  that 
they  shall  remove  any  gravel,  dirt,  materials,  or  other  ob- 
structions, placed  by  said  Company  on  any  street  within 
forty-eight  hours  after  notice  shall  have  been  given  to  said 
Company,  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and 
if  said  Company  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Section,  according  to  the  term  of  notice  served  upon 
them,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  pave,  re- 
pave,  and  repair  said  streets,  replace  the  grades  thereof,  and 
remove  such  gravel,  dirt,  materials  or  other  obstructions,  the 
cost  of  which  shall  be  collected  of,  and  from  said  Company 
by  the  City  of  Philadelphia;  and  whereas,  no  appropriation 
has  been  made  by  Councils  to  enable  the  said  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  said 
Section  Fourth,  nor  to  provide  for  cleansing  streets,  and 
removing  ashes,  where  the  contractor  fails  to  discharge  his 
duty  as  stipulated  to  be  done  by  contract,  therefore 

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  that  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
to  the  Department  of  Highways,  Bridges,  Sewers,  and 
Cleansing  the  City,  in  order,  and  to  the  end,  that  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  may  be  enabled  whensoever 
occasion  may  require,  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  said 
Section  4th  of  the  Ordinance  supplementary  to  An  Or- 
dinance, &c.,  above  referred  to.  As  well  also,  to  cleansing 
streets  and  removing  ashes  where   complaint  is   made  by 
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citizens,  that  the  contractor  fails  in  giving  proper  attention 
thereto. 


RESOLUTION 

To  authorize  the   Department  of  Highways,  to  finish  the  grading   of  Linden 
Street,  and  to  grade  Prime  Street-

By  the  provisions  of  an  Ordinance,  approved  April  26, 
2 
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1859,  the  Mayor  was  "authorized  to  attend  the  sale  and 
purchase  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  property  occu- 
pied by  the  Philosophical  Society,  at  present  owned  by 
the  United  States,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
seventy-eight  thousand  dollars." 

On  the  17th  inst.,  Messrs.  M.  Thomas  &  Sons,  offered 
the  property  referred  to  at  public  sale,  by  virtue  of  the 
Third  Section  of  Act  of  Congress,  of  March  3,  ]859,  en- 
acting "That  the  lot  of  ground  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, heretofore  agreed  to  be  purchased  by  the  United 
States  from  the  American  Philosophical  Society,  as  a  site 
for  a  Court  House,  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction,  to  the 
highest  and  best  bidder,  and,  that  the  lot  in  said  City 
heretofore  purchased  from  the  Bank  of  Pennsylvania,  for 
a  Post  Office,  shall  also  be  sold  at  public  auction,  for  the  best 
price  it  will  bring.  Provided,^  That  said  lots  shall  not  be 
sold  for  any  aggregate  sum  of  less  than  two  hundred  and 
five  thousand  dollars." 

The  premises  formerly  used  by  the  Bank  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, were  first  offered  for  sale,  as  requested  by  me,  and 
no  bid  being  made  therefor,  were  withdrawn.  The  build- 
ing used  by  the  American  Philosophical  Society  was  then 
offered,  but  as  there  had  been  no  sale  of  the  bank  property, 
was  impracticable  to  effect  a  purchase  of  the  Hall  at  that 
time,  and  no  bid  was  made  on  behalf  of  the  City. 

I  deem  it  proper  to  explain  the  views  which  must  in- 
fluence my  acts  on  behalf  of  the  City,  under  the  authority 
given  by  the  Ordinance  for  the  purchase  of  the  building 
on  Fifth  Street. 

The  Bank  of  Pennsylvania  was  purchased  by  the  United 
States  Government  for  $250,000,  and  a  large  sum  has 
been  expended  in  the  alterations  of  that  building.  A  con- 
tract has  been  entered  into  between  the  Government  and 
the  American  Philosophical  Society,  for  the  purchase  of 
the  Hall  at  the  price  of  $78,000. 

These  two  properties  are  now  offered  for  sale,  provided 
their  aggregate  price  shall  amount  to  §205,000,  but  no 
limit  has  been  specified  for  them  severally. 
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If  a  depreciation  of  $128,000  from  the  cost  of  these  two 
properties  is  to  be  suffered  by  the  Governmeut,  in  their 
sale,  there  seems  no  valid  reason  why  the  whole  of  such 
depreciation  should  enure  to  the  advantage  of  the  pur- 
chasers of  the  one  property,  or  why  a  proportionate  de- 
duction should  not  take  place  in  the  price  of  each,  unless 
the  true  market  value  of  either  will  not  justify  such  ap- 
portionment. 

If  such  proportionate  deduction  in  price  be  made,  it 
would  reduce  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  Hall,  from 
$78,000  to  $45,700. 

By  reference  to  the  Journal  of  Select  Council  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  vol.  7,  page  90  of  the  Appendix, 
1841,  1842,  it  appears  that  the  two  appraisers  appointed 
on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  value  the  building  of  the  Ameri- 
can Philosophical  Society,  estimated  its  price  at  $25,000, 
whilst  the  two  who  appraised  it  for  the  Society,  reported 
an  estimate  of  $40,000,  and  the  negotiations  then  pending 
for  its  purchase,  were  broken  oft'. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  circumstances,  that  can  have  ma- 
terially increased  its  value  since  the  date  of  that  Report. 
This  property  can  only  be  sold  or  leased  "so  as  that  the 
same  shall  be  used  for  the  accommodation  of  Courts  of 
Justice  and  officers  connected  therewith,  or  for  public  use 
of  the  City  or  County  of  Philadelphia." 

There  are  many  considerations  which  make  the  pur- 
chase of  this  property  by  the  City,  not  only  desirable  but 
eminently  proper;  but  such  purchase  should  not  be  made 
at  a  price,  or  under  circumstances  which  would  favor  the 
undue  acquisition  of  the  property  to  be  sold  therewith. 
If,  after  the  fair,  bona  fida  sale  at  public  auction,  of  the 
Bank  premises,  it  should  be  absolutely  necessary  to  bid  on 
behalf  of  the  City,  the  full  amount  authorized  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  Hall,  to  render   such  sales  valid,  I  should 
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deem  the  City  authorities  justified  in  giving  a  price,  which 
under  different  circumstances,  would  be  exorbitant.

ANNUAL  STATEMENT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OP  THE  CITY  ICE  BOAT. 


To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen: — The  Trustees  of  the  City  Ice  Boat  beg 
leave  to  present  their  Twenty-first  Annual  Report.  The 
winter  of  1858-59  was  short,  and  the  weather  mild.  The 
services  of  the  boat  were  but  seldom  required,  although 
it  was  necessary  to  keep  her  in  perfect  order  and  ready 
for  service,  with  the  crew  on  board,  in  case  of  a  change 
of  weather.  The  ice  was  light,  and  the  service  of  towing 
was  principally  done  by  the  smaller  tow  boats. 

The  Ice  Boat  went  into  service  on  the  11th  of  Janua- 
ry, and  was  actively  engaged  until  the  end  of  the  month 
in  keeping  the  channel  of  the  river  open,  by  breaking 
the  ice  and  in   towing  vessels.     The  crew  were  retained 
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until  the  28th  of  February ;  she  towed  and  rendered  ser- 
vice to  thirteen  vessels,  3,876  tons,  and  has  earned 
$1,108  38,  which  has  been  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

At  the  time  the  boat  was  laid  up  for  the  season,  a  sur- 
plus of  165  tons  of  coal  remained  on  hand,  which,  agreea- 
bly to  Ordinance,  had  been  purchased  by  contract ;  and 
as  the  Trustees  had  no  place  wherein  it  could  be  stored, 
they  deemed  it  best  for  the  interest  of  the  city  to  sell  140 
tons,  at  the  best  price  that  could  be  obtained.  This  was 
done,  and  the  proceeds,  $526  97,  received  and  paid  to  the 
City  Treasurer,  thus  reducing,  by  that  sum,  the  amount 
of  appropriation  expended  for  item  "  Fuel,"  as  shown  by 
the  statement  annexed;  the  balance,  about  25  tons,  is  on 
board  the  boat,  ready  to  be  used,  in  case  she  should  sud- 
denly be  called  into  service. 

The  hull  and  machinery  are  in  excellent  order ;  but  a 
small  amount  has  been  expended  for  repairs  since  the  last 
annual  report,  and  she  will  require  but  little  repairs  dur- 
ing the  balance  of  the  year  ;  she  is  moored  in  the  first 
dock  above  the  Navy  Yard,  in  charge  of  the  Engineer 
and  Watchman,  and  is  insured  against  fire  for  $21,000. 

Annexed  is  a  statement,  showing  the  amounts  expended 
up  to  this  time  of  the  various  items  of  appropriation  made 
by  Councils  for  the  year  1859,  together  with  the  bal- 
ance remaining  on  hand  to  the  credit  of  the  Trus- 
tees. This  balance  is  unusually  large ;  particularly 
for  some  of  the  items,  which  is  owing  to  the  short  period 
of  the  boat's  actual  service  this  year,  the  estimate  of  ap- 
propriation, as  prepared  by  the  Trustees,  being  based 
upon  a  period  of  tea  weeks. 

The  Judges  of  the  District  Court  have  not  yet  given  a 
decision  in  the  matter  of  the  application  made  by  the 
City  Solicitor  for  a  new  trial  in  the  case  of  the  Commer- 
cial Mutual  Insurance  Company  versus  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, for  damages  claimed  for  the  loss  of  the  Brig  Ever- 
green, in  1857,  which  case  was  tried  in  that  Court  last 
year,  and  a  verdict  rendered  for  $9,000  against  the  City.

AN  ordinance 

To  provide  for  the  payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  the  removal  of  nuisances 
by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  do  ordain.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  a 
condition  of  every  contract  awarded  at  the  instance  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  for  the  removal  of  nuisances,  that  the 
contractor  shall  accept  the  bill  against  the  premises  from 
which  such  nuisance  has  been  removed,  as  so  much  cash 
paid  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  pursuance  of  said  con- 
tract ;  said  bill  to  be  prepared  as  bills  for  such  work  are 
now  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  endorsed  by  the 
Health  Officer,  in  favor  of  said  contractor ;  and  that  he 
shall  collect  the  same  at  his  own  cost,  without  recourse  to 
the  City  in  any  event ;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so  to 
do,  he  may  use  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
employ  all  legal  remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  by  lien 
or  otherwise,  to  which  the  City  may  be  competent.

To  tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regula- 
tions, to  whom  WBS  referred  the  accompanying  documents, 
asking  for  a  repeal  of  a  certain  Resolution  authorizing  the 
West  Philadelphia  Railroad  Company  to  extend  their  line 
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of  rails  from  Haverford  Street,  on  the  line  of  Logan  street, 
to  connect  with  the  line  of  the  Merion  and  Blockley  Plank 
Road ;  as  also  certain  documents  opposing  such  repeals, 
beg  leave  to  Eeport  that  they  have  examined,  with  care, 
the  matter  in  question,  and  for  the  better  comprehension  of 
the  subject,  have  visited  the  locality  with  the  "  confirmed 
map  "  of  that  section  of  the  city  before  them;  and  there 
heard  in  person  the  petitioners,  as  well  as  the  remonstrants  ; 
and,  notwithstanding  the  work  of  the  extension  desired  by 
the  West  Philadelphia  Company,  has  been  suspended  by 
order  of  court,  for  the  want  of  certain  formalities  being 
complied  with,  as  specified  in  the  charter  of  said  Railroad 
Company,  your  Committee  deem  it  proper  that  Councils 
should  have  the  advantage  of  their  investigations,  in  case 
the  matter  should  be  again  presented  by  the  company  for 
your  consideration,  in  form  specified  : 

The  complainants  in  this  question  aver  to  the  effect,  that 
there  is  no  outlet  from  Logan  street  to  the  River  Road,  by 
which  the  said  West  Philadelphia  Railroad  Company  can 
pass  from  one  street  to  the  other,  (though  both  are  desig- 
nated on  the  confirmed  plan  by  the  same  title  of  Forty-first 
street,)  and  thus  form  a  connection  with  the  Merion  and 
Blockley  Plank  Road,  without  crossing  the  footways  of 
public  streets.  In  point  of  fact,  this  is  not  so — and  may 
be  thus  explained,  and  rendered  perfectly  clear  by  an  ex- 
amination of  the  drawing  annexed : 

Logan  street,  as  laid  down  upon  the  confirmed  plan  of 
the  City,  between  Haverford  street  and  Sycamore,  (now 
Transcript  street,)  is  not  opened  on  its  line  as  established, 
the  entire  distance  between  said  streets,  but  is  intercepted 
at  a  point  180  feet  southward  of  the  Lancaster  Turnpike, 
by  a  40  foot  wide  street  thrown  open  to  public  use,  by  Geo. 
Ludwig,  in  the  year  1814 ;  this  street,  therefore,  has  been 
in  uninterrupted  use  by  the  public  for  some  forty-five  years, 
and  has  been  within  a  year,  acknowledged  by  the  City  in 
its  being  used  for  a  line  of  both  water  and  gas  pipes  ;  it  lies 
for  the  180  feet  above  noted,  at  right  angles  to  the  Lancas- 
ter Turnpike,  and  its  intersection  with  it  is  directly  opposite 
the  junction   of  the  said  Turnpike  with  the  River  Road, 
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thus  giving  a  continuous  tliorouglifare  of  jjuhlic  street  now 
Jcnown  as  Forty-first  street,  though  composed,  it  may  be 
said,  of  Logan  street  on  the  south,  and  the  River  Road  on 
the  north,  with  a  connecting  link  of  180  feet  of  street,  fully 
and  legally  a  public  thoroughfare,  although  not  embodied 
upon  the  plan  of  the  District.  The  circumstance  of  its 
having  been  omitted  from  the  confirmed  plan,  does  not  close 
it  to  the  public  as  a  highway,  nor  can  its  line  or  surface  be 
intercepted  or  covered  by  the  curbing  or  footways  of  any  of 
the  projected  streets,  until  it  shall  have  been  vacated  by 
due  course  of  law ;  nor  can  the  vacation  be  complete  until 
the  owners  adjacent  to  and  fronting  thereon,  shall  be  finan- 
cially satisfied,  and  we  all  know  the  difiicuities  of  vacating 
streets  by  the  action  of  the  court,  when  the  persons  owning 
fronts  thereon  offer  objections,  and  in  this  case  we  find  Mr. 
Ludwig's  name  among  those  asking  that  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany may  not  be  restricted  in  its  purposes,  he  owning  the 
entire  front  of  180  feet  on  the  easterly  side.  In  the  rela- 
tive location  of  this  40  foot  wide  street,  with  Logan  street 
on  the  south,  a  corner  Avas  so  situated  as  to  extend  into  and 
upon  the  line  of  Logan  street,  (as  coloured  on  the  drawing 
attached,)  thus  interfering  with  a  proper  connection  be- 
tween them,  but  this  has  now  been  adjusted  by  the  Rail- 
road Company,  who  have  purchased  the  objectionable 
corner  extending  to  the  easterly  line  of  Logan  street  pro- 
jected, and  have  dedicated  the  same  to  the  public,  thus 
making  the  connection  perfect,  in  all  points  unobjection- 
able, as  an  acceptable  highway ;  and  we  feel  assured  that/ 
should  this  particular  point  be  brought  again  before  the 
Board  of  Surveyors,  they  would  so  revise  the  portion  of 
Logan  street,  as  to  place  it  upon  the  ground  proposed  to  be 
occupied  by  the  Railroad  Company,  as  more  advantageous 
both  in  point  of  economy  and  public  convenience.  We 
would  add  in  conclusion,  that  Sycamore  or  Transcript 
street  is  not  opened,  nor  can  it  be,  without  the  payment  on 
the  part  of  the  City  of  heavy  damages,  which  also  will  apply 
to  Logan  street  as  located  on  the  plans,  between  Transcript 
street  and  the  point  180  feet  southward  of  the  Turnpike, 
before  noted — and  further,  that  by  fixing  the  location  as 
now  proposed  by  the  Company,  the  City  plan  is  improved 
hy  making  a  continuous  tJwrouyhfare  without  cost,  while  if 
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the  confirmed  plan  be  adhered  to,  the  line  of  I'orty-first 
street  will  be  broken  and  intercepted  by  a  point  between 
Lancaster  Turnpike  and  Transcript  street,  extending  di- 
rectly across  its  opening,  while  the  lines  on  the  north  and 
the  south  will  not  connect  by  a  lateral  distance  of  some 
seventy  feet. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  cannot  see  that  there  are  any 
good  grounds  for  the  objections  offered,  as  neither  the 
public  interests  or  the  City  plans  are  injuriously  affected, 
but  rather  improved,  and  offer  the  following  Resolution.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Port  Wardens,  Pub- 
lic Wharves,  and  Landings,  has  had  under  consideration 
several  communications  from  persons  leasing  the  wharves 
and  docks  belonging  to  the  City,  asking  that  the  said 
docks  be  put  in  such  condition  that  they  can  be  used  for 
the  purposes  for  which  they  were  rented. 

The  Committee  find  that  many  of  the  docks  are  but 
receptacles  of  the  dirt  and  filth  from  the  City  culverts 
that  empty  into  them,  and  in  some  cases  have  not  been 
cleansed  for  many  years.  During  the  present  season  these 
docks  have  been  reported  to  the  Department  of  Wharves 
and  Landings  by  the  Board  of  Health  as  nuisances,  and 
unless  immediately  attended  to,  will  cause  sickness  to  the 
population  residing  in  the  neighborhood.

Gentlemen  t — The  Committee  on  Police  beg  leave  to 
Report,  that  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  subject 
of  the  organization  of  a  Detective  Department  of  the 
Police  Force  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,which  was  recom- 
mended by  the  Mayor  in  his  last  annual  message  to  Coun- 
cils. 
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Your  Committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  a 
•well  organized  detective  system,  is  indispensible  to  the 
prosecution  of  crime  ;  the  certainty  of  detection  attending 
its  operation  making  it  the  most  important  branch  of  the 
police  service. 

The  entire  detective  force  under  the  present  Ordinance 
consists  of  four  special  officers,  which  ia  wholly  inadequate 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  many  duties  assigned 
them. 

To  remedy  this  defect  in  our  present  government,  and  to 
establish  a  distinct  Detective  Department,  your  Committee 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Ordinance,  pro- 
viding for  the  appointment  of  a  body  of  men  to  be  styled 
"  Detective  Police,"  who  shall  be  selected  by  the  Mayor 
from  the  present  force,  and  appointed  by  him  altogether 
from  their  peculiar  fitness  for  the  office,  and  not  subject  to 
removal  therefrom  without  sufficient  cause. 

In  consideration  of  the  important  and  laborious  services 
rendered  by  such  officers,  your  Committee  has  adopted  such 
compensation  as  they  deem  an  adequate  remuneration.

Organizing  the  Detective  Department  of  the  Police  Force  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  that  immediately  after  the 
passage  of  this  Ordinance,  there  shall  be  established  a  De- 
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tective  Department  of  the  Police  Force  of  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia, consisting  of  one  Chief  Officer,  to  be  called  "  the 
Chief  of  the  Detectives,"  and  eight  subordinates,  who  shall 
be  nominated,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Select  Coun- 
cil, appointed  by  the  Mayor,  and  who  shall  hold  their  offices 
during  good  behavior  ;  Provided,  that  the  Mayor  may  for  a 
sufficient  cause  suspend  any  of  the  said  officers  from  duty, 
until  the  action  of  the  Select  Council  shall  be  had  thereon, 
who  may  thereupon,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers thereof,  remove  such  officers. 

Sec.  II.  The  salary  of  the  Chief  of  the  Detectives  shall 
be  $1,200  per  annum,  and  the  salary  of  the  subordinates 
shall  be  $800  per  annum. 

Sec.  III.  The  organization  of  the  Detective  Department 
shall  not  increase  the  number  of  police  officers  as  provided 
for  by  existing  Ordinances. 

Sec,  IV.  That  hereafter  there  shall  be  but  one  Messenger  in 
attendance  at  the  Mayor's  office  and  that  so  much  of  the 
Fifth  Section  of  the  Ordinance  of  November  15th,  1855,  en- 
titled, "  An  Ordinance  to  re-organize  the  Police  Force  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  as  provides  for  the  appointment 
of  two  Messengers  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  V.  The  proportionable  increase  of  the  said  salaries 
for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year,  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  un-expended  balance  of  Item  No.  4,  of  the  appropria- 
tions to  the  Department  of  Police,  for  1859.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Sub-Committee,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  memorial  of  citizens,  asking  further  legislation 
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regulating  the  Tracks  of  City  Passenger  Railroads,  re- 
spectfully Report — 

That  it  is  important,  in  view  of  the  favor  with  which 
City  Passenger  Railroads  have  been  received,  and  using, 
as  they  do,  our  principal  thoroughfares,  that  they  should 
be  made,  if  possible,  unobjectionable  to  our  streets  and 
the  travel  thereon.  That  improvement  is  necessary  is 
obvious  from  the  cogent  reasons  of  your  memorialists, 
and  many  others  which  might  be  added.  That  improve- 
ments will  be  made  is  also  apparent,  from  the  objections 
which  have  been  raised,  which  are  attracting  the  atten- 
tion of  scientific  and  practical  men,  and  from  the  desire, 
on  the  part  of  new  roads  now  about  to  be  laid,  (as  your 
Sub-Committee  are  informed)  to  make  some  change  in  the 
form  of  rail,  which  is  believed  will  be  advantageous  to 
the  driving  community. 

At  present,  however,  this  change  cannot  be  made,  as 
will  appear  from  the  following  Joint  Resolution,  passed 
May  16,  1858,  and  duly  approved  by  the  Mayor. 


JOINT  RESOLUTION. 

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  that  the  Board  of  Surveyors  be  and 
they  are  hereby  instructed  not  to  approve  or  sanction  the 
plan  of  any  Passenger  Railway  unless  the  guage  and  form 
of  rail  be  made  to  conform  to  the  guage  and  form  of  rail 
used  on  the  Fifth,  Sixth,  Tenth,  and  Eleventh  streets 
Railways, 

The  instructions  here  given  to  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
are  imperative,  and  prevent  them  from  adopting  any  im- 
provement which  might  be  suggested. 

To  obviate  this  difficulty,  it  will  be  necessary  to  repeal 
the  above  Resolution.  An  Ordinance  has  been  presented 
to  Common  Council,  (a  copy  of  which  is  annexed,)  which 
your  Sub-Committee  believe  will  accomplish  the  object  of 
your  memorialists,   and  at  the  same  time    preserve    to

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned,  a  Special  Committee 
from  the  Common  Council,  to  whom  was  referred  the  an- 
nexed communication  from  owners  of  property  on  Columbia 
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Avenue,  between  Seventh  and  Eleventh  Streets,  respectfully 
E-eporr,  that  by  authority  of  a  Resolution  of  Councils,  ap- 
proved the  26th  day  of  April,  1859,  (a  copy  of  which  is 
hereto  attached)  the  Department  of  Highways  contracted 
with  Messrs.  Dutton,  Welsh  &  Co.,  to  pave  said  Avenue, 
between  Seventh  and  Eleventh  Streets.  The  contract 
which  was  examined  by  your  Committee,  is  as  therein  re- 
cited made  by  authority  of  a  Resolution,  approved  the  26th 
day  of  April,  "  authorizing  the  owners  of  property  on  said 
Avenue  to  pave  the  same,"  a  Resolution  so  essentially 
different  from  the  one  under  which  the  contract  was  made, 
is  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  to  impair,  if  not  to 
utterly  destroy  any  legal  right  of  the  City  to  enforce  that 
part  of  the  contract,  which  requires  the  contractors  to  keep 
the  said  Avenue  in  repair  for  two  years. 

The  price  is  specified  in  the  contract  for  doing  the  work, 
leaving  it  optional  with  the  contractors  to  charge  the  owners 
of  property  therefore  the  limit  allowed  by  law,  viz  : — 
one  dollar  per  square  yard;  nor  did  the  Department  give 
any  public  notice  that  this  paving  was  to  be  done,  nor  in- 
vite proposals  from  contractors  for  doing  it ;  a  precaution 
which  the  owners  of  the  property  were  entitled  to  claim 
from  the  Department  of  Highways,  in  order  to  protect 
them  from  excessive  or  unnecessary  charges.  In  this  par- 
ticular your  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest,  that 
whenever  the  Department  of  Highways  may  be  authorized 
to  make  contracts  for  paving,  such  conditions  should  be 
imposed  upon  it,  as  would  secure  the  owners  of  property 
against  paying  more  for  the  work,  than  they  themselves 
could  have  it  done  for,  and  at  the  same  time  relieve  the 
Department  from  suspicion  and  charges  of  unfairness,  that 
might  otherwise  attach  to  it. 

It  appears  that  a  large  majority  of  the  owners  of  the 
property  on  said  Avenue,  between  Stventh  and  Eleventh 
Streets,  have  entered  into  a  contract  with  Messrs.  Murray 
&  Brodie,  to  do  the  paving  at  the  price  of  90  cents  per 
square  yard  ;  the  date  of  this  contract  is  not  specified,  but 
said  to  have  been  entered  into  before  the  Resolution  of  the 
26th  of  April,  1859.  And  would  require  an  Ordinance  or 
Resolution,  authorizing  the  owners  to  pave,  &c.,  to  give  it 
vitality ;  but  as  this  authority  is  already  given  to  the  De- 
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partment  of  Highways  by  the  said  Resolution  of  the  26th 
of  April,  and  the  contract  for  the  paving  entered  into,  your 
Committee  do  not  deem  it  within  their  power  to  determine 
whether  Messrs.  Dutton,  Welsh,  &  Co.,  or  Messrs.  Murray

Gentlemen  :— The  Bill  entitled,  "An  Ordinance  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  the  removal 
of  nuisances  by  the  Board  of  Health,"  after  careful  consi- 
deration, is  herewith  returned  without  my  approval. 
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The  objections  to  this  Ordinance  are  both  legal  and 
practical  in  their  purport. 

The  right  of  lien  upon  the  premises  from  which  a  nui- 
sance has  been  removed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  is  a 
special  priviledge  established  in  its  favor  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State,  "and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
Board  of  Health,  to  file  the  claim  therefore,"  in  language 
which  cannot  be  modified  or  repealed  by  the  enactment  of 
City  Councils. 

The  lien  is  given  to  secure  the  payment  of  expenses 
which  the  Board  of  Health  has  incurred,  and  when  such 
lien  is  duly  created  may  be  validly  assigned  to  a  third  party, 
but  the  assignment  of  the  privilege  of  establishing  such  lien 
appears  unwarrantable. 

Practicably,  this  ordinance  must  tend  to  obstruct  the  re- 
moval of  nuisances  from  premises  incumbered  by  specific 
liens  of  ground  rents  or  mortgages,  or  by  general  liens  of 
judgments  against  the  owner. 

Unless,  upon  inquiry,  the  contractor|has  a  resonable  pros- 
pect of  recovering  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  by  him  in 
pursuance  of  his  contract,  it  cannot  be  expected  that  any 
engagement  will  be  entered  into. 

The  Board  of  Health,  under  a  strict  construction  of  the 
26th  Section  of  the  Supplement  of  May  13, 1856,  like  other 
Departments  of  the  City,  is  required  to  perform  many  of 
its  appropriate  functions  through  a  system  of  contracts — 
but  if  the  necessary  incidents  to  such  contracts  deter  par- 
ties from  engaging  therein,  the  efficiency  of  the  department 
must  be  seriously  impaired,  and  in  the  present  instance  in- 
calculable public  evil  may  be  the  result.

Gentlemen  : — This  Communication  is  in  compliance 
with  your  Resolution  of  June  22d,  asking  from  me  cer- 
tain information. 

While  the  unpaid  taxes  on  real  estate  were  in  my  hands 
for  collection,  210  writs  of  scire  facias.,  were  issued  to 
obtain  judgment,  but  no  property  against  which  these 
taxes  were  registered  was  sold.  The  last  Legislature  took 
from  this  Department  the  collection  of  these  taxes,  and 
authorized  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  employ  legal  counsel 
for  that  purpose.  To  him  you  should  look  for  information 
with  reference  to  the  proceedings  which  may  have  been  in- 
stituted to  sell  real  estate  for  taxes.  In  the  collection  of 
municipal  claims  for  paving,  water  pipes,  &c.,  the  prac- 
tice, up  to  January,  1859,  had  been  to  obtain  judgment 
thereon  and  let  it  remain  until  it  became  an  obstacle  to  a 
coveyance,  the  introduction  of  water,  or  some  other  wish  of 
the    owner,    when    it    was    paid    and    satisfied.      It  was 
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supposed  that  by  proceeding  to  sell  the  property  the  claim 
would  be  lost  as  the  property  would  not  produce  enough  to 
cover  the  costs,  much  less  the  claim  at  a  Sheriff's  Sale. 
Under  this  system  all  went  smoothly  enough.  None  paid 
the  City  until  it  suited  them,  and  of  course  no  complaints 
were  heard,  but  I  found  that  by  this  system,  pleapant  though 
it  may  have  been  to  delinquent  property  owners,  the  lien 
of  many  of  the  City's  claims  would  expire,  by  limitation 
of  time,  before  it  was  convienient  or  necessary  for  pro- 
perty owners  to  pay,  and  not  only  the  claim  but  the  costs 
expended  by  the  City  to  obtain  judgment  be  lost.  It  is 
true  these  judgments  might  be  revived,  and  the  lien  con- 
tinued, but  this  would  require  an  additional  expenditure 
on  the  part  of  the  City  for  costs,  and  swell  still  greater 
the    sum  the  owner  would  eventually    have  to  pay. 

In  determing  what  course  I  shall  pursue  touching  these 
liens,  this  fact  was  not  lost  sight  of,  that  on  each  of  them 
the  City  had  already  paid  costs  to  obtain  judgment  in  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  $22  25,  (less  Attorney  fee  of 
$3  00.)  In  the  District  Court  $23  25,  when  obtained  by 
the  late  Districts,  and  $19  25  in  the  Common  Pleas,  and 
$20  25  in  the  District  Court,  when  obtained  by  the  Con- 
solidated City. 

When  persons  complain  of  the  burden  of  these  costs, 
they  forgot  that  the  City  has  paid  them  and  been  deprived 
of  the  money  for  years,  through  their  neglect  or  the  neg- 
lect of  those  under  whom  they  claim  title. 

They  also  forget,  when  they  complan  of  want  of  notice 
and  of  the  amount  of  costs  in  the  same  breath,  that  a  largo 
portion  of  the  costs  have  been  incurred  in  endeavoring  to 
bring  home  to  them,  by  advertising  and  posting,  that  they 
owe  the  city,  and  that  measures  are  being  taken  to  compel 
payojent. 

It  then  must  not  be  fo^'gotten,  when  you  form  your 
opinion  as  to  the  proper  time  and  method  of  collecting 
these  claims,  that  the  City  has  laid  out  money  to  obtain 
judgment  on  these  claims,  and  that  when  we  sell  we  are 
not  only  seeking  to  receive  the  original  debt,  but  the  costs 
which  we  have  been  compelled  to  add  to  save  it.  I  found 
a  further  reason  for  pressing  these  liens  to  a  sale  of  the 
property  in  the  consideration,  that  the  older  they  are  al- 
lowed to  grow  the  greater  is  the  probability  that  their  col- 
16 
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lection  will  be  oppressive.  Each  step  taken  to  keep  them 
alive,  swells  the  bill  of  costs  the  owner  will,  in  the  end, 
have  to  pay.  By  the  transfer  of  property  the  present 
owner  who  thought  his  property  clear,  is  startled  by  a 
Sheriff's  bill  on  his  primises.  His  searches  may  have  shown 
no  such  lien.  The  condition  of  the  older  dockets  made  it 
almost  impossible  for  him  to  ascertain  with  certainty 
whether  the  City  had  a  lien  or  not,  for  it  might  have  been 
filed  in  a  name  which  never  belonged  to  any  owner  of  the 
property.  This  evil  we  are  remedying  by  keeping  a  Street 
index  which  refers  to  the  property,  and  not  to  the  indivi- 
dual. These  considerations,  together  with  the  fact  that  the 
liens  of  the  District  claims  by  the  lapse  of  a  few  years 
was  about  expiring,  induced  me  to  commence  the  work  of 
clearing  these  dockets.  This  I  am  rapidly  doing,  and  one 
more  sale  will  close  the  District  Dockets  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  few  disputed  claims. 

The  payments  into  the  City  Treasury  by  this  Depart- 
ment, since  the  1st  of  the  year,  now  amounting  to  almost 
the  anticipated  receipts  of  the  year,  are  some  proof  of  the 
correctness  of  my  course  so  far  at  least  as  the  City's  in- 
terest is  concerned. 

Another  most  important  effect,  coming  from  the  energy 
with  which  these  liens  have  been  pressed  to  a  conclusion  by 
process  of  sale,  is  seen  in  the  fact  that  property  owners  are 
paying  the  municipal  claims,  before  they  reach  this  Depart- 
mei.t,  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  before.  Property 
owners  find  that  the  City  will  be  paid  and  that  trouble  and 
costs  are  all  this  Department  add  to  any  claim,  they  there- 
fore find  it  to  their  own  interest  both  to  be  prompt  in  pay- 
ment and  vigilant  in  ascertaining  whether  the  City  has 
a  claim.  This  is  a  most  material  advantage,  and  any  one 
can  see  that  it  is  but  the  natural  result  of  a  system  of  col- 
lection which  is  known  can,  and  will,  reach  the  property  it- 
self, surely  and  promptly.  When  the  .City  slumbers  on 
her  rights,  her  demands  are  forgotten,  or  if  not  forgotten 
neglected  in  the  hope  that  lapse  of  time  will  wipe  them  out, 
as  it  often  has  done.  Since  the  first  of  the  year  I  have 
issued  two  hundred  and  sixty-six  writs  of  scire  facias  for 
the  sale  of  property  on  municipal  leins. 

Upon  fifty-nine,  (59)  of  said  writs  the  property  has  been 
sold,  and  annexed  to  this  commuuicatiou  is  a  statement    of 
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the  result  of  such  sales,  the  balance  having  been  satisfied 
by  payment,  recept  produced,  or  other  cause,  before  the  day 
of  sale.  I  am  satisfied  that  my  course  in  this  matter  has 
been  in  the  line  of  my  duty,  and  that  it  is  for  the  present 
benefit  of  the  City  and  the  eventual  good  of  property 
owners.  I  will  therefore  go  on  as  I  have  begun,  unless 
prevented  by  the  action  of  Councils,  which  I  am  satified 
will  not  be  done  without  an  examination  and  consultation 
with  this  Department,  I  do  not  believe  our  course  of  pro- 
cedure can  be  interfered  with  to  advantage,  and  all  sugges- 
tions coming  from  persons  neither  learned  in  the  law  nor 
of  experience  in  this  Department  should  be  deemed  as  valu- 
less  as  would  be  a  lawyer's  advice  as  to  the  best  method 
of  bulding  locomotives.  The  law  places  in  this  Depart- 
ment lawyers  and  none  others,  for  the  reason  that  they  by 
education  alone  are  fitted  for  its  duties.  The  plans  for 
the  better  organization  of  this  Department,  which  were  sub- 
mitted to  Councils  last  year,  show  upon  their  face  how 
dense  was  the  cloud  of  ignorance  as  to  the  machinery  of 
the  law  which  envelowed  him  who  wrote   them. 

A  very  great  misapprehension  seems  to  exist  with  re- 
gard  to  the  costs  on  these  liens.  They  are  no  profit  to 
the  City  except  the  three  dollar  attorney  fee  given  to  me 
by  Act  of  Assembly,  by  virtue  of  profession,  not  of  ray 
oflicial  position,  and  which  the  City  take  by  an  Ordinance. 

It  is  the  Prothonotaries  and  Sherifl"  alone  who  are  bene- 
fitted by  these  costs;  for  no  matter  how  large  the  bill  of 
costs  may  be,  the  City  gets  from  the  defendant  but  her 
original  debt  and  interest  and  the  said  attorney  fee. 

Costs  are  compared  with  the  claim,  and  great  hardship 
is  supposed  to  arise  when  the  costs  are  greater  than  the 
primary  debt.  The  costs  have  no  reference  to  the  amount 
of  the  claim,  they  are  the  same,  be  the  debt  great  or  small. 

Let  me  add,  that  to  any  member  or  committee  of  Coun- 
cils every  book  of  this  department  is  open,  and  my  ser- 
vices at  their  command,  whenever  information  is  sought 
touching  my  office  ;  and  this  way  more  maybe  learned  of 
our  doings  than  I  can  impart  by  any  written  communication 

This  communication  repeats  much  that  I  have  already 
laid  before  you  ;  but  though  obedience  to  your  resolution 
of  inquiry  demanded  it.  Very  respectfully,

This  is  the  only  twice  paid  Warrant  appearing 
against  John  Lindsay,  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  the 
present  City  Treasurer  has  paid  any  Warrant  the  second 
time.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Gentlemen: — At  a  stated  meeting  of  Common  Council 
on  the  16th  inst.,  a  Resolution  was  offered  "  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Police  be  directed  to  enquire  and  report  to  this 
chamber,  whether  the  Mayor  has  drawn  a  warrant  for  the 
pay  of  Samuel  Cunningham,  as  a  police  officer  during  the 
time  he  has  been  in  prison,  awaiting  his  trial  for  murder," 
which  Resolution  was  referred  to  your  Committee. 

To  anticipate  the  application  to  me  for  such  information, 
I  state  that  on  the  1st  of  June,  I  signed  warrant  No.  i>644 
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for  $42  47,  being  in  payment  of  the  salary  due  to  Samuel 
Cunningham  as  a  police  officer  for  the  month  of  May,  1859. 

Upon  presentation  of  such  warrant  to  the  City  Control- 
ler, he  applied  to  the  City  Solicitor  for  his  advice  "  whether 
or  not  to  sign"  the  same. 

The  City  Solicitor  having  courteously  asked  my  views, 
did  in  accordance  therewith,  advise  the  approval  of  the 
warrant,  which  was  therefore  given  by  the  Controller. 

By  the  10th  Section  of  the  Ordinance-of  July  28,  1854. 
the  annual  salary  of  a  policeman  is  §500,  payable  monthly, 

After  the  appointment  of  a  policeman  until  his  resigna- 
tion or  removal  by  the  Mayor,  he  is  legally  entitled  to  re- 
ceive the  full  amount  of  his  salary,  subject  to  the  regula- 
tions which  have  been  promulgated  by  the  Mayor  for  the 
better  discipline  of  the  police,  it  has  been  customary  with 
my  predecessors  as  well  as  with  myself,  to  continue  the 
payment  of  salary  in  cases  where  the  policemen  has  been 
incapacitated  for  service  by  accident,  illness,  or  other  cause 
arising  in  the  discharge  of  duty,  although  in  some  instan- 
ces such  absence  has  extended  to  several  weeks. 

On  the  30th  day  of  April  last,  officer  Samuel  Cunning- 
ham whilst  engaged  in  serving  a  warrant  issued  by  an 
Alderman  for  the  arrest  of  James  McCrory,  is  alleged  to 
have  caused  the  death  of  such  party,  and  having  delivered 
himself  up  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  was  committed  to  prison 
to  await  his  trial.  It  is  true  that  he  has  rendered  no  ser- 
vice as  a  police  officer  since  that  event,  but  the  Mayor  has 
not  taken  the  responsibility  of  prejudging  and  of  prejudi- 
cing his  case  with  the  jury  before  whom  he  is  to  be  tried, 
which  would  be  the  necessary  result  of  his  dismissal  from 
the  force,  and  without  entertaining  any  doubt  or  hesitancy 
about  its  propriety,  has  signed  the  warrant  for  his  pay  du- 
ring the  month  of  May,  and  shall  do  the  same  for  the 
month  of  June.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  a  Committee  ap- 
pointed on  the  26th  day  of  May,  to  inquire  into  the  com- 
plaint of  Mr.  Job  R.  Barry,  as  set  forth  in  his  memorial 
presented  to  Council,  ask  leave  to  Report  as  follows : 

The  Committee  have  held  five  meetings,  which  were  at- 
tended by  a  majority  of  their  number.  Mr.  Bullock  not 
having  been  present  at  any  one  of  them.  The  parties  ap- 
peared before  the  Committee  attended  by  their  counsels. 

Mr.  Barry,  who,  until  the  first  day  of  April,  1859,  (when 
he  was  discharged,)  acted  in  the  capacity  of  assistant  en- 
gineer at  the  Fairmount  Water  Works,  and  held  his  ap- 
pointment under  the  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Birkenbine, 
confirmed  by  Select  Council,  being  affirmed,  submitted 
his  case  in  twelve  specific  charges,  as  follows : 

First. — "I  charge  that,  I  was  dismissed  from  a  situation 
of  engineer  at  Fairmount  Water  Works,  on  the  first  day  of 
April  last,  without  a  moments  notice,  and  ordered  to  va- 
cate the  house  I  was  then  and  still  am  occupying,  imme- 
diately, and  that  my  last  month's  pay  was  unlawfully  ob- 
a  ined  and  withheld  from  me  by  Mr.  Birkenbine,  in  order 
o  coerce  me  into  submission  to  his  arbitrary  demands." 
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Second. — "That,  my  dismissal  was  not  caused  by  any 
fault  of  mine,  or  any  neglect  of  duty  whatsoever,  but  was 
(in  my  opinion,)  the  result  of  considerations  totally  un- 
wortliy  an  honorable,  high-minded  man,  and  much  more 
the  humble  and  devout  christian  Mr.  Birkenbine  professes 
to  be.  The  consideration  in  question  being  pettyjealousy, 
envy,  and  revenge." 

Third. — "That  the  immediate  and  direct  cause  of  my 
dismissal,  was  the  fact  of  my  calling  upon  a  member  df 
tlie  Water. Committee,  to  explain  my  airing  apparatus,  at 
which  interview  I  made  trutJtfid  statements  of  occur- 
rences that  had  transpired  at  the  Works,  which  statements 
did  not  accord  with  the  representations  that  were  made 
by  Mr.  Birkenbine  to  the  Watering  Committee." 

Fourth. — "That  as  the  self-acting  airing  apparatus,  (put 
up  by  myself  at  my  own  risk  and  expense,  last  Novem- 
ber,) was  an  entire  success,  that  Mr.  Birkenbine  has  falsi- 
fied his  word  in  not  adopting  the  same,  or  lecommending 
its  adoption,  when  the  understanding  was,  that  it  should 
be  adopted  if  it  was  successful." 

Fifth. — "That  Mr.  Birkenbine  has  caused  a  serious  and' 
unjustifiable  pecuniary  loss  to  myself,  iu   the  fact  of  my 
discharge  and  in  his  rejecting  my  airing  apparatus." 

Sixth. — That  Mr.  Birkenbine,  in  the  condeming  and 
removal  of  the  selfacting  airing  apparatus  put  up  by 
myself,  and  the  substitutioa  of  an  abortive  attempt  to 
accomplish  the  same  thing  by  himself,  evinces  a  want  of 
know;edge  that  totally  unfits  him  to  be  a  judge  of  such 
matters.'' 

Seventh. — "That  Mr.  Birkenbine  is  guilty  of  wilful  and 
malicious  slander  in  falsely  representing  as  follows:  That 
I  was  indolent  and  neglectful  of  my  duties  as  an  engineer, 
That  I  took  no  interest  in  the  Works.  That  I  was  will- 
ful, overbearing,  and  quarrelsome,  and  refused  to  obey 
orders.  That  I  was  partially  insane  and  would  become 
quite  so.  That  my  father  was  crazy,  or  had  died  crazy, 
and  that  he  did  not  consider  it  safe  for  me  to  have  charge 
of  the  Works." 

E-ghth. — "That  while  Mr.  Birkenbine  makes  loud  pro- 
fessions of  requiring  his  engineers  and  other  employees  to 
be  strictly  temperate,  that  in  my  dismissal  he  has  dis- 
charged one  of  the  most  thorough  temperance  mea  in  his 
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employ,  and  retain  men  in  responsible  positions  who 
spend  a  large  part  of  their  time  at  taverns,  when  they 
should  be  on  duty,  and  are  sometimes  on  duty  drunk." 

Ninth. — "  That  the  invest'gation  of  a  sub-committee 
professedly  of  the  Water  Committee  of  the  running  down 
of  the  Turbine  Water  Wheel,  by  Cyrus  Parker,  on  the 
22d  of  January  last,  was  a  sham  investigation,  without 
the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  Water  Committee,  and 
had  for  the  purpose  of  screening  the  said  Cyrus  Parker 
from  the  consequences  of  a  proper  investigation." 

Tenth. — "  That  in  the  matter  of  personal  difficulty  be- 
tween myself  and  Mr.  Cyrus  Parker,  that  Mr.  Birkenbine 
has  sustained  and  does  sustain  the  said  Cyrus  Parker,  not- 
withstanding it  has  been  shown  that  he,  Mr.  Parker  is 
clearly  in  the  wrong." 

Eleventh. — "That  Mr.  Birkenbine  has  endeavored  to 
prejudice  an  important  witness  in  my  case,  by  the  state- 
ment to  that  witness  of  positive  wilful  falsehoods." 

Twelftli. — "I  charge  that  Mr.  Birkenbine  has  taken  un- 
fair advantage  of  the  position  he  holds,  to  prejudice  the 
minds  of  members  of  Council  against  me,  in  order  to  pre- 
vent me  from  having  a  hearing  before  a  Committee  of 
that  body." 

Mr.  Birkenbine  was  then  requested  to  assign  his  rea- 
sons for  Mr.  Barry's  removal,  which  he  did  as  follows, 
protesting,  however,  against  Mr.  Barry's  right  to  demand 
the  cause,  or  the  Committee's  right  to  inquire  into  the 
reasons  for  the  discharge. 

First.  "  He  sub-let  the  house  in  which  he  resides." 

Second.  "  He  determined  upon  having  a  cake  shop,  and 
was  about  opening  it,  and  was  discharged  in  conse- 
quence." 

Third.  "  He  was  quarrelsome  and  ungentlemanly  with 
the  men  about  the  Works,  and  attempted  to  have  a  high 
tone  with  them." 

Fourth.  "There  was  no  need  of  his  services." 

Fijth.  "  He  has  appropriated  to  his  own  use  property 
belonging  to  the  City  before  and  since  his  discharge." 

The  counsel  for  the  parties  confined  themselves  mainly 
to  the  consideration  of  the  reasons  assigned  by  Mr.  Bur- 
kenbine  for  the  removal  of  Mr.  Barry,  although  the  state- 
ments of  Mr.  Barry  in   relation  to  the  running   down  of 
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the  Turbine  water  wheel — the  application  to  the  pumps  of 
his  newly  invented  airing  apparatus,  and  its  removal 
therefrom  by  Mr.  Birkenbine,  and  the  substitution  in  its 
stead  of  one  of  his  own  construction,  were  incidentally 
alluded  to. 

A  full  examination  of  the  charges  of  Mr.  Barry  not  be- 
ing demanded  by  either  party,  the  Committee  did  not  feel 
themselves  called  upon  to  press  the  inquiry  in  that  direc- 
tion, and  will,  therefore,  confine  their  report  to  the  evi- 
dence in  relation  to  the  reasons  assigned  for  Mr.  Barry's 
removal. 

The  first  reason  assigned  by  Mr.  Birkenbine  for  the  dis- 
charge of  Mr.  Barry,  viz.,  "  That  he  had  sub-let  the  house 
belonging  to  the  City  in  which  he  resides,"  was  not  sus- 
tained by  the  evidence.  Mr.  Barry  appears  to  have  re- 
ceived into  his  family,  as  boarders,  his  father  and  mo- 
ther, sister  and  brother-in-law;  but  it  was  not  shown  that 
this  addition  to  his  household  was  in  any  way  prejudicial 
to  the  public  interest. 

The  second  reason  assigned  for  the  discharge  of  Mr. 
Barry — '•  That  he  had  determined  upon  having  a  cake 
shop,  and  was  about  opening  it" — was  not  sustained  by 
the  evidence.  The  testimony  established  the  fact,  that  ap- 
plication was  made  by  Mr.  Barry  to  Mr.  Burkenbine,  or 
to  the  Water  Committee,  for  the  privilege  of  opening  an 
ice  cream  saloon  ;  but  it  does  not  appear  that  any  action 
was  had  upon  it,  nor  does  it  appear  that  Mr.  Barry  per- 
sisted in  opening  such  place. 

The  evidence  as  to  the  third  reason  assigned,  viz., 
"That  Mr.  Barry  was  quarrelsome  and  ungentlemanly 
with  the  men  about  the  Works,"  &c.,  was  conflicting. 

Mr.  Garrett,  one  of  the  Assistant  Engineers,  and  a  co- 
worker with  Mr.  Barry,  testified  that  "  he  had  been  in  the 
employ  of  the  City,  in  his  present  capacity,  seven  or  eight 
years  ;  that  Mr.  Barry  was  always  peaceful ;  not  quarrel- 
some ;  never  heard  him  disrespectful  to  the  chief  engi- 
neer ;  is  an  ingenious  man."' 

Mr.  Chamberlain,  a  mill-right,  employed  at  the  Works, 
says:  "He  (Mr.  Barry)  was  good  natured  to  me,  and  I 
think  to  all  others. 

Mr.  Cattern  says,  "  His  deportment  was  civil  and  gen- 
tlemanly." 
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Mr.  Hickman,  a  police  officer,  says:  "  His  deportment 
towards  me  was  ugly.  About  the  first  of  January,  when 
the  oil  was  put  under  my  charge,  he  used  language  dis- 
respectful to  the  chief  engineer;  he  said  he  believed  him- 
self as  honest  as  the  chief  engineer,  and  he  should  not 
have  put  the  oil  out  of  his  hands  as  he  had  done  ;  I  never 
knew  him  (Barry)  to  neglect  his  duty." 

Mr.  Parker,  an  assistant  engineer,  says  :  "  Mr.  Barry  is 
quarrelsome;  has  quarreled  with  Mr.  Garrett  and  my- 
self; our  first  general  quarrel  was  in  respect  to  cleansing 
the  machinery  ;  Mr.  Garrett  and  myself  are  only  on  nod- 
ding terms." 

Mr.  Charles  Morris  says  :  "  Mr.  Barry  is  quarrelsome ; 
he  quarreled  with  me." 

It  will  be  observed  that  whilst  Mr.  Parker  swears  that 
Mr.  Barry  quarreled  with  Mr.  Garrett,  Mr.  Garrett  affirms 
that  Mr.  Barry  was  "  always  peaceful,  and  not  quarrel- 
some." Upon  the  whole,  your  Committee  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  charge,  that  Mr.  Barry  is  of  a  quarrelsome 
disposition  is  not  sustained  by  the  evidence;  that  there 
was  ill  feeling  existing  between  him  and  Mr.  Parker  is 
beyond  question,  but  that  the  fault  was  with  Mr.  Berry, 
does  by  no  means  appear  certain. 

Mr.  Birkenbine's  fourth  reason  for  Mr.  Barry's  dis- 
charge is,  "That  he  had  no  use  for  a  third  engineer." 

Your  Committee  would  commend  every  manifestation 
of  a  disposition  to  economise  in  any  department  of  the 
City  Government ;  and  if  Mr.  Birkenbine  possessed  the 
right  to  reduce  the  number  of  assistant  engineers  from 
three,  as  provided  by  the  Ordinance  of  October  3rd,  1854, 
to  two,  and  was  moved  thereto  by  a  spirit  of  economy, 
your  Committee  would  most  cheerfully  recommend  his 
action  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  Councils,  and  the 
assignment  of  any  other  reason  for  Mr.  Barry's  removal 
would  have  been  superfluous. 

But  has  the  head  of  a  Department  the  right  to  disregard 
a  mandatory  provision  of  an  Ordinance? 

Section  4  of  the  Ordinance  of  Oct.  3d,  1854,  provides, 
"  That  there  shall  be  three  assistants  at  the  Fairraount 
Water  Works,  two  engineers  for  each  of  the  steam  water 
works,  and  as  many  firem«^n  and  watchmen  at  the  reser- 
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voir  as  may  be  necessary  for   the   proper   managemeut 
thereof,  &c. 

By  this  ordinance,  Councils,  in  their  wisdom,  have  left 
the  number  of  watchmen  and  firemen  discretionary  with 
the  Chief  Engineer,  but  have  enacted  that  there  shall  be 
three  engineers  at  the  Fairmount  Works,  thereby  depriv- 
ing him  of  all  discretion  as  to  the  number  of  men  neces- 
sary to  perform  this  duty  at  that  place. 

If  the  Chief  Engineer  has  the  right  thus  to  ignore  the 
plain  language  of  the  Ordinance  in  reference  to  the  num- 
ber of  engineers  necessary  at  the  water  works,  and  set  up 
his  will  in  opposition  to  the  deliberate  judgment  of  the 
legislative  and  executive  departments  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, he  may  with  equal  propriety  dispense  with  a  large 
proportion  of  the  officers  in  his  department,  as  created  by 
law. 

The  8th  section  of  the  Ordinance  above  referred  to, 
provides  that  there  shall  be  in  this  department : 

Firsts  A  register  of  water. 

Second,  One  general  clerk. 

Thirds  Three  permit  clerks. 

Fourth,  Four  inspectors. 

Fifth,  One    messenger. 

This  section  as  well  as  that  part  of  the  4th  which  pro- 
vides for  the  appointment  of  three  engineerrs  at  the  Fair- 
mount  Water  Works,  is  mandatory,  and  your  Committcee 
do  not  believe  that  it  will  be  contended  that,  there  is  au- 
thority vested  in  the  Chief  Engineer  to  blend  any  two  of 
these  offices  into  one,  or  fail  to  appoint  the  three  permit 
clerks,  or  the  four  inspectors  as  provided  by  the  Ordinance. 
If  there  are  more  officers  provided  for  in  any  one  of  the 
Departments  than  the  public  interest  demands.  It  is  the 
is  the  duty  of  the  head  of  the  Departments  where  such 
supernumary  exists,  to  report  the  same  to  Councils,  and 
ask  such  an  amendment  of  the  ordinance  as  would  be  pro- 
motive of  a  proper  economy. 

Mr.  Birkenbine's  fifth  and  last  reason,  viz,  "  that  Mr. 
Barry  appropriated  to  his  own  use  the  property  of  the 
City,"  being  one  of  a  particularly  grave  and  important 
character,  demanded  and  has  received  the  serious  consider- 
ation of  your  Committee.  They  have  availed  themselves 
of  all  the  evidence  within  their  reach  touching  upon  this 
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point,  so  that,  if  guilty  the  offender  might  be  subjected  to 
all  the  conquences  of  his  unrighteous  act.  And  if  inno- 
cent, shielded  by  their  report  from  the  effect  of  an  unjust 
imputation  upon  his  character. 

It  appeared  by  the  evidence  that  the  engineers,  carpen- 
ters and  other  employees  of  the  City  at  the  Fairmount 
Water  Works,  were  in  the  practice  of  useing  the  cuttings 
of  the  carpenter  shops,  and  other  offatt  lumber  which  ac- 
cumalated  in  considerable  quanity  about  the  works  as  fuel, 
mainly  for  the  purpose  of  kindling  coal  fires,  Mr.  Barry 
it  was  admitted,  participated  in  this  practice.  But  it  was 
contended  that  he  was  not  more  censureable  than  others 
who  are  continued  at  the  works. 

There  was  no  evidence  that  Mr.  Birkinbine  at  any 
time  objected  to  this  practice  or  expostulated  with  Mr. 
Berry  in  reference  to  it. 

It  was  proven  also  that  Mr.  Barry  during  his  temporary 
occupancy  of  the  house  on  north  side  of  the  works,  from 
which  he  was  to  remove  so  soon  at  that  on  south  side,  was 
in  a  condition  to  receive  his  family,  had  used  coal  from  the 
City  bins.  This  was  not  denyed,  but  was  on  the  contrary 
admitted  by  Mr.  Barry,  who  informed  those  with  whom 
he  conversed  on  the  subject  that  he  was  borrowing  it,  not 
wishing  to  buy  coal  until  he  removed  into  the  house  which 
he  was  to  occupy  permanently.  It  was  contended  by  Mr. 
Barry,  that  this  coal  was  taken  with  the  consent  of  Mr. 
Birkinbine,  and  with  the  understanding  that  it  was  to  be 
returned.  In  order  to  prove  this  Mr.  Berkinbine  was 
asked  by  the  Counsel  of  Mr.  Barry,  to  testify  as  to  the 
facts  of  the  case.  This  Mr.  Berkinbine  declined  to  do. 
Your  Committee  greatly  regret  this  ;  as  Mr.  Berkinbine 
was  perhaps  the  only  man  who  could  have  given  the  infor- 
mation which  was  necessary  to  establish  the  guilt  or  ino- 
cence  of  Mr.  Berry.  As  the  crimnality  of  Mr.  Barry,  if 
guilty,  consisted  in  the  taking  of  the  coal  without  the  con- 
sent of  Mr.  Berkinbine,  and  as  Mr.  Birkinbine  refused  to 
fasten  the  guilt  upon  him  by  saying  upon  his  oath  that  it 
was  taken  without  his  knowledge  or  consent,  the  Commit- 
tee are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  Mr.  Barry's  statement 
of  the  transaction  is  the  truthful  one,  and  therefore  report 
that  no  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  removal  of  Mr.    Barry 
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as  given  bj  Mr.  Berkinbine  has  been  sustained  by  the    tes- 
timony submitted  to  them.

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the

measured  upon  the  southwardly  side  thereof,  as  per  plan 
annexed.

The  Petition  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  re- 
spectfully showeth,  that  according  to  the  public  plot  or  plan 
of  survey  of  that  part  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  which  the 
tract  called  Powelton,  lately  purchased  by  them,  lies,  which 
plot  or  plan  has  been  confirmed  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions of  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  that  part  of  32d  street 
lying  between  Powelton  Avenue  and  a  point  about  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-three  feet  five  inches  south  of  Race  street, 
has  been  laid  out  and  ordered  to  be  opened  upon  a  location 
designated  on  the  annexed  map,  by  lines  passing  through 
and  requiring  the  destruction  of  a  very  large,  carefully 
built,  and  costly  house,  once  the  family  mansion  of  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Powell,  now  deceased,  from  whom  said  tract  and 
said  avenue  take  their  name,  and  which,  since  her  death, 
has  been  enlarged  and  improved  at  such  great  expense  that, 
as  your  petitioners  believe,  a  similar  house  could  not  be 
erected  for  less  than  thirty-five  thousand  dollars ;  that  a 
destruction  of  this  mansion  is  greatly  to  be  regretted,  not 
only  on  account  of  its  intrinsic  value,  but  beeause  of  the 
associations  connected  with  it,  and  its  historical  relations  to 
the  whole  tract  to  which  Mrs.  Powell's  name  is  given. 

Your  petitioners,  at  the  time  when  the  said  plot  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Court  for  confirmation,  were  inattentive  to 
their  interest?  in  the  matter,  and  suffered  the  proceeding  to 
be  made  final  without  proper  objection  ;  but  they  are  de- 
sirous now  to  have  the  course  of  said  Thirty-second  street, 
between  said  points,  changed,  so  that  instead  of  having  the 
location  which  is  represented  by  lines  passing  through  said 
house,  but  which  has  not  been  regarded  on  the  ground  by 
any  actual  opening,  it  may  have  the  proposed  location,  de- 
signated on  said  map  by  dotted  lines,  according  to  which  it 
is  in  fact  now  opened  by  fences  and  partial  excavations. 

Your  petitioners  do  not  desire  to  have  any  change  made 
beyond  the  points  designated,  and  they  believe  the  public 
interest  and  convenience  will  not  be  effected  by  a  compli- 
ance with  their  request.  At  present  the  bed  of  Powelton 
avenue  is  a  rivine,  which  cannot  be  travelled  over  or  crossed 
until  it  is  filled  up  to  the  grade  of  the  public  survey  ;  and 
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this  even  with  the  earnest  desire  of  your  petitioners  to  sell 
the  lots  bounding  on  said  street,  fully  shown  by  what  they 
have  already  done  to  improve  that  part  of  the  City,  cannot 
be  hoped  for  for  some  years.  But  when  this  filling  and 
grading  are  completed,  the  only  result  of  the  change  of  lo- 
cation which  they  desire  will  be  that  the  said  Powelton  ave- 
nue, which  is  80  feet  in  width,  will  be  crossed,  as  Broad 
street  is  by  Green  and  other  streets,  diagonally,  instead  of 
at  right  angles ;  a  result  which,  in  a  neighborhood  where, 
to  preserve  old  roads,  so  many  irregularities  of  location, 
and  so  many  deviations  from  straight  lines  and  right  an- 
gles, have  occurred,  will  not  appreciably  mar  the  map  or 
afi'ect  practical  interests. 

Your  petitioners  feel  more  free  to  urge  this  request,  and 
have  more  confidence  that  it  will  not  be  denied,  when  they 
remember  that  if  the  change  should  hereafter  lead  to  any 
inconvenience  or  aff"ord  ground  for  any  public  complaint, 
the  Legislature  can  at  all  times  give  relief. 

They  therefore  pray  that  your  honorable  bodies  will  di- 
rect the  Board  of  Surveyors  to  alter  the  lines  of  said  street, 
in   conformity  with  their  wishes.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regula- 
tions, to  whom  was  referred  the  annexed  Resolution,  re- 
quiring this  Committee  to  Report  as  to  the  expediency  of 
increasing  the  salary  of  Recording  Clerk  of  the  Department 
of  Surveys,  take  pleasure  in  stating,  that  the  result  of  all 
examinations  clearly  prove  that  the  complicated  and  rapidly 
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accumulating  duties  appended  to  the  position,  have  been 
faithfully  discharged,  and  will  further  state  that  they  be- 
lieve that  the  compensation  now  authorized  by  Ordinance, 
is  entirely  inadequate  as  remuneration  therefore.  At  the 
organization  of  the  Department,  the  salary  was  fixed  at 
$1*200,  and  was  reduced  by  Ordinance,  approved  October 
25,  1855,  re-orgauizing  the  Department,  the  original  Ordi- 
nance l^^ving  been  rendered  negatory  by  an  Act  of  Assem- 
bly. The  duties  of  the  office  at  that  time  (1855,)  were  not 
understood,  as  they  could  not  be  until  the  full  organization 
of  the  Department.  The  Board  of  Surveyors,  by  Resolu- 
tion, have  recommended  an  increase  of  salary  from  $800  as 
now  arranged,  to  $1200,  as  originally  fixed,  so  also  have 
several  of  our  Committees  of  Surveys  on  previous  decisions, 
and  we  heartily  concurring,  particularly  as  the  amount  is 
already  appropriated,  having  been  estimated  for  by  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  in  the  appropriation  bills  for  1859,  here- 
with present  an  Ordinance  to  that  effect,  and  ask  its  favor- 
able consideration  by  Councils.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  HIGHWAYS. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the   City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Highways  Report  here- 
with an  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  of  eight 
thousand  dollars  to  the  Highway  Department  for  repairs 
to  Bridges,  the  passage  of  which  they  respectfully  reccom- 
mend. 

Twelve  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  this  pur- 
pose, by  the  Ordinance  making  general  appropriations  to 
the  Highway  Department  for  the  year  1859,  out  of  which 
more  than  eight  thousand  dollars  has  been  expended  for 
repairs  to  the  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill  at  Girard  Avenue. 
This  left  less  than  four  thousand  dollars  to  be  expended  in 
repairs  to  all  other  bridges  of  the  City  and  County. 

The  unusual  quantity  of  rain  during  the  winter  and 
spring  of  the  present  year,  has  caused  more  than  ordi- 
nary damage  to  bridges  and  the  repairs  rendered  necessary 
in  consequence  thereof,  has  exhausted  the  whole  of  the 
balance  of  the  sum  originally  appropriated,  and  a  good 
deal  of  work  is  yet  required  to  be  done. 

The  abutments  of  the  bridge  over  Gunners  Run  Canal 
at  York  Street,  were  in  a  very  bad  condition  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  year,  and  one  of  them  (the  north-western,) 
required  immediate  attention  and  the  work  is  now  in  pro- 
gress. It  is  estimated  that  this  work  will  cost  from  $2,000 
to  $2,500,  and  if  it  is  stopped  now  for  want  of  an  appro- 
priation, the  city  may  suffer  a  heavy  loss  by  the  greater 
liability  to  the  destruction  of  the  work  in  an  unfinished 
state.  To  guard  against  any  improvident  expenditure  of 
22 
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the  sum  now  appropriated,  a  section  is  appended  prohibiting 
the  disbursenaent  of  a  sum  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars 
on  any  one  bridge  without  the  authority  of  Councils. 

The  Committee  also  submit  a  Eesolution  to  authorize  the 
grading  of  certain  Streets,  the  whole  cost  of  which  is  not 
to  exceed  three  hundred  dollars,  the  passage  of  which  they 
recommend.

REPORT    OF    TUB    COMMITTEE    OX  GAS, 


To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Gas  respectfully  Re- 
port, that  several  of  the  items  of  the  appropriations  for 
lighting,  extinguishing,  cleansing,  and  repairing  the  public 
lamps,  have  been  exhausted.  The  reason  for  this  is  to  be 
found  in  the  fact  of  the  passage  of  an  Ordinance,  for  the 
extension  of  the  Gas  Works,  approved  March  26,  1859,  and 
the  consequent  extension  of  street  mains,  under  said  Ordi- 
nance, there  having  been  already  over  150,000  feet  of 
street  mains  laid. 

Upon  these  mains  about  one  hundred  and  seventy-three 
fluid  lamps  have  been  re-placed  by  gas  lamps ;    and  two 
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hundred  lamps  have  hcen  added  to  the  total  number  since 
January  1,  1859. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing Ordinance.

fluid  lamps  to  gas,  as  follows  : 

Item  2.  For  furnishing  gas  and  lighting  lamps  that  may 
be  erected  during  the  year,  one  thou^sand  dollars. 

Item  4.  For  altering  fluid  lamps  to  gas,  two  thousand 
dollars. 

Item  5.  For  repairs  during  the  year,  one  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec.  ll.  That  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  any  part  of 
the  said  appropriation  shall  be  drawn  in  the  manner  and 
form  and  with  the  requests  contained  in  an  Ordinance,  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  for  lighting,  extinguishing,  cleansing, 
and  repairing  the  public  lamps,"  approved  Februai'Y 
16,1856.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  IIIGH"\VAYS. 


To  the  Select  and  Comman  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Highways  respectfully 
Report  that  they  submit  a  Resolution  authorizing  repairs 
to  two  bridges,  one  in  the  Nineteenth,  and  the  other  in  the 
Twenty-fourth  Ward,  one  at  an  expense  of  three  hundred, 
and  tlie  other  at  five  hundred  dollars.  A  late  Ordinance 
making  an  additional  appropriation  for  repairs  to  britlges, 
restricts  the  Department  to  such  repairs  as  will  not  cost, 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  any  one  bridge,  where- 
by this  Resolution  becomes  necessary. 

They  also  submit  a  Resolution  to  grade  the  Township 
Lane  Road  on  the  east  and  west  sides  of  Broad  Street  in 
the  Twenty-first  Ward,  and  Girard  Avenue  in  the  Twenty- 
fourth  Ward. 

The  grading  of  the  Township  Lane  Road  is  rendered 
necessary,  in  consequence  of  a  Passenger  Railroad  Com- 
pany Jiaving  excavated  Broad  Street  at  this  point  to  the 
regulate<i  grade,  which  is  some  five  or  six  feet  below  tlio 
grade  of  the  road,  and  has  rendered  the  approaches  to 
Broad  Street  along  the  road  too  steep  for  highway  pur- 
poses. 

Girard  Avenue,  in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward,  has  been 
laying  sir  ce  the  year  1854  in  an  unfinished  state,  and  im- 
passible for  highway  purposes.  The  viaduct  over  the 
Reading  Railroad,  on  Girard  Avenue,  on  the  east  side  of 
the  Schuylkill  is  now  finished,  and  in  a  short  time  the  road- 
way to  the  eastern  end  of  the  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill, 
■will  be  coiupleted  and  opened  for  public  travel. 

Four  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  in  the  general 
appropriation  Ordinance  for  this  year,  for  grading  the 
Avenue  west  of  the  Schuylkill,  and  the  Resolution  sub- 
mitted authorizes  the  Department  to  finish  the  grading,  so 
as  to  open  the  Avenue  as  an  available  highway  westward 
to  the  Merion  Plank  Road. 

There  is  a  third  resolution  authorizing  the  re-paving  of 
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two  small   streets   in    the   Seventh   Ward,  with   tramway 
stone. 

The  Committee  also  submit  an  Ordinance  making  an 
additional  appropriatiod  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars 
to  the  Highway  Department,  distributing  the  s  ^me  among 
the  several  items  therein  set  forth.  This  additional  appro- 
priation is  rendered  necessary,  in  consequence  of  some  of 
the  items  in  the  annual  appropriation  Ordinance  for  this 
year,  being  much  smaller  than  hitherto,  and  the  expendi- 
tures in  others  beino;  from  unavoidable  circumstances  larger 
than  in  previous  years.

BEPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMIT'lEE  APPOINTED  BY  COMMON 
COUNCIL  ON  THE  COMMUNICATION  OF  WASHINGTON  GARRET. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common 

Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred 
the  annexed  communication  of  Washington  Garret,  rela- 
tive to  his  discharge  by  Mr.  Birkenbine  from  the  position 
of  Engineer  at  the  Fairmount  Water  Works,  would  re- 
spectfully Report :  That  your  Committee  have  held  four 
meetings,  of  which  Mr.  Birkenbine  had  due  notice,  but 
never  aopeared  at  any  of  them. 

At  the  first  meeting  Mr.  Garret  presented  the  follow- 
ing written  statement,  in  addition  to  his  communication 
to  Council. 

To  the  Committee  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  appointed  to  inquire  into  matters  relating 
to  the  discharge  of  Washington  Qarrett  from  the  Water 
Department. 

The  undersigned,  who  up  to  a  recent  period  filled  the 
position  of  an  Assistant  Engineer  at  the  Fairmount 
Water  Works,  respectfully  solicits  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing statement  of  facts. 

During  the  month  of  June,  I  was  summoned  to  appear 
before  a  Committee  of  the  Common  Council  of  this  City. 
I  obeyed  the  mandate,  and  made  truthful  answers  to  the 
interrogatories  put  to  me  by  the  Committee,  relative  to 
the  case  of  Job  R.  Barry  and  Chief  Engineer  Birken- 
bine. 

My  answers  to  those  interrogatories  proved  displeasing 
to  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  after  the  dissolving  of  the 
Committee,  he  took  occasion  to  cast  reflections  on  my 
character  for  veracity  and  integrity.  This  was  done  in 
the  most  offensive  manner,  and  (it  is  my  conviction)  only 
to  draw  from  me  some  insubordinate  expression  or  action, 
that  would  give  a  color  of  cause  for  my  lemoval.  In 
this  connection  I  beg  to  state,  that  for  over  seven  years  I 
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was  employed  at  Fairmount  Water  Works  in  the  capacity 
of  Assistant  Engineer,  and  if  your  Committee  will  deem 
it  fit  subject  for  investigation,  you  will  learn  by  applying 
to  the  former  Superintendent  of  the  Works,  and'of  my 
fellow  engineers,  that  with  them  my  character  as  a  man 
for  veracity  and  integrity,  stood  un impeached.  For 
either,  or  both  of  these  attributes,  in  no  degree  does  the 
character  of  my  accuser  stand  higher  than  my  own. 

Considerations  for  the  welfare  of  my  family,  which  for 
support  depended  entirely  on  my  exertions,  prevented  me 
making  a  fitting  response  to  the  deliberate,  and  wholly 
unmerited  insult,  it  pleased  Mr,  Birkenbine  to  fling  at 
me,  and  he  was  forced,  in  order  to  gratify  the  resentment 
he  entertained  for  me,  to  remove  me  from  my  position, 
he  being  unable  to  assign  any  reason,  other  than  that  it 
was  his  will  and  pleasure  to  do  so. 

If  men  holding  subordinate  positions  under  this  City 
government,  should,  when  interrogated  by  a  Committee 
of  Councils,  so  shape  their  answers,  that  the  same  may 
be  in  conformity  with  the  wishes  of  the  Chief  of  the  de- 
partment whose  affairs  are  being  investigated,  rather  than 
with  truth,  then  I  was  fitly  dismissed  ;  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, if  Committees  of  Councils  investigate  with  the 
view  to  elicit  truth,  and  they  not  onty  expect,  but  de- 
mand truthful  statements  from  the  witnesses  summoned 
before  them,  then  was  my  dismissal  an  act  that  may  be 
followed  by  consequences  gravely  pernicious  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  City  ;  for  how  can  men  with  families  de- 
pendent on  them,  be  expected  to  make  truthful  statements, 
when  to  do  so  will  (as  has  been  my  case)  deprive  the  wit- 
ness of  both  home  and  employment '/ 

In  order  to  illustrate  the  nature  of  the  services  I  am 
capable  of  rendering,  I  will  state  that  the  Chief  Engineer 
had  so  much  confidence  in  my  ability  as  an  engineer,  or 
so  little  in  his  own  to  instruct  me,  that  he  invariably  left 
to  my  discretion  the  entire  management  of  the  works 
during  m}'-  watch.  So  unlimited  was  his  confidence  in 
my  executive  abilities,  that  I  was  at  times  forced  thereby 
to  assume  a  responsibility  which  to  me  (owing  to  rny 
subordinate  position)  was  very  unpleasant.  I  will  relate 
an  instance.     One  day  when  I  came  on  duty,  the  peculiar 
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sound  made  bj  the  pumps,  disclosed  to  me  that  the  engi- 
neer on  the  immediate  preceding  watch  had  omitted  to 
air  them.  Although  the  wants  of  the  upper  basin  de- 
manded that  water  should  be  pumped  therein,  neverthe- 
less the  dangerous,  as  well  as  inefficient  condition  of  the 
pumps,  (from  want  of  airing)  determined  me  not  to  pump 
into  the  stand  pipe  which  feeds  the  upper  basin,  until  I 
had  consulted  with  Mr.  Birkenbine.  He  presently  passed 
by,  and  I  represented  to  him  the  condition  in  which  I 
had  found  the  pumps,  and  requested  him  to  instruct  me 
the  course  to  pursue.  Mr.  Birkenbine  declined  to  in- 
struct me.  He  left  the  whole  matter  to  my  discretion, 
and  the  consequence  was,  that  water  was  not  pumped  into 
the  upper  basin,  it  being  at  the  time,  as  well  as  at  present, 
my  conviction,  that  if  I  had  availed  myself  of  the 
unlimited  discretion  granted  me  by  Mr.  Birkenbine,  and 
had  put  the  pumps  on  the  stand  pipe,  it  would  have  re- 
sulted in  their  serious  damage. 

I  am  particular  in  this  statement,  inasmuch  as  I  had 
not  been  discharged  from  the  works  three  weeks,  before 
pumps  Nos.  3  and  4  were  both  disabled,  by  their  air 
chambers  giving  way,  and  owing  to  the  negligence  of  the 
very  engineer  to  whose  misconduct  is  due  the  dangerous 
condition  in  which  I  had  found  the  pumps  on  many  pre- 
vious occasions,  among  which  was  the  case  to  which  I 
Lave  made  reference. 

Now  I  respectfully  submit,  can  it  be  consistent  with 
the  public  weal,  that  a  public  servent,  who  for  a  long  term 
of  years  has  faithfully  and  efficiently  performed  the  duties 
appertaining  to  his  position,  whose  intimate  knowledge 
and  experience  of  the  works  have  made  him  capable  of 
rendering  services  of  a  higher  grade  than  could  be  given 
by  a  man  of  equal  natural  capacity,  but  who  lacks  expe- 
rience, I  ask,  can  it  be  consistent  with  the  public  weal,  to 
dismiss  such  a  man  without  one  solitary  charge  of  neglect 
of  duty  being  advanced  against  him?  But  when  upon 
investigation  it  will  appear,  that  the  cause  of  the  public 
being  deprived  of  the  services  of  one  of  its  most  experi- 
enced servants  in  the  Water  Department,  is  owing  oi^/y  to 
that  servant  having  before  a  Committee  of  Councils,  told, 
the  truth,  the  whole  trui^h,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  in 
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relation  to  the  matter  into  which  the  Committee  was  ex- 
amining, will  it  not  be  viewed,  that  not  only  a  gross 
wrong  has  beea  done  a  humble  citizen,  but  that  an  insult 
equally  as  gross  has  been  given  to  the  Councils  of  this 
City  ?■ 

The  whole  action  of  Mr.  Birkeabine,  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  Water  Department  of  this  City,  towards  me, 
on  account  of  the  evidence  I  rendered  to  the  Committee 
of  Common  Council,  investigating  the  affairs  of  the  De- 
partment of  which  he  is  the  Chief,  is  equivalent  to  giving 
a  premium  for  falsehood  and  a  penalty  for  truth. 

Believing  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  will 
not  endorse,  either  by  their  silence  or  otherwise,  such 
conduct  in  a  public  officer,  subject  to  their  direction,  is 
the  reason  why  I  have  made  this  appeal  for  justice.

Mr.  Garrett  wa?  duly  affirmed  as  to  the  truth  of  the 
foregoing  statement, 

Mr.  Garrett  in  confirmation  of  his  statement,  presented 
Messrs.  Job  R.  Barry  and  Thomas  Rowland,  who  testified 
as  follows  : 

Mr.  Barry  having  been  affirmed,  deposed  as  follows: — 
"I  am  an  engineer  by  profession.  I  know  Mr.  Garrett.  I 
believe  him  to  be  a  very  competent  Engineer — none  more 
so,  to  take  charge  of  the  Fairmount  Water  Works.  I 
was  employed  at  the  Fairmount  Works  as  an  Engineer  by 
Mr.  Birkenbine.  I  was  there  while  Mr.  Garrett  was 
there.  He  (Garrett)  took  as  much  interest  in  the  works 
as  if  they  had  been  his  own.  He  objected  very  strongly 
to  all  abuse  of  the  works,  especially  to  the  running  of 
the  water  wheels  at  an  overrate  of  speed,  which  in  one 
case,  by  the  wilful  carelessness  of  Cyrus  Parker,  destroyed 
the  "Step,"  and  thereby  rendered  the  wheel  unfit  for  use 
for  nearly  a  month.  The  recent  bursting  of  the  puraps 
at  the  Fairmount  Works  did  not  surprise  me,  as  Mr.  Par- 
ker never  attended  to  his  business  in  airing  the  pumps. 
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and  they  were  only  ,'<aved  by  the  exertion  of  Mr.  Garrett, 
•who  did  double  duty  after  I  left,  and  for  his  pains  has 
now  been  discharged." 

A  member  of  the  Committee  asked  Mr.  Garrett: — "If 
Mr.  Barry's  self-airing  apparatus  had  been  attached  to  the 
pumps,  would  they  have  burst?"  Answer: — "It  would 
have  been  impossible  for  the  pumps  to  have  burst  if  Mr. 
Barry's  airing  apparatus  had  been  allowed  to  remain  on. 
Mr.  Barry's  airing  apparatus  was  removed  by  order  of 
Mr.  Birkenbine,  who  had  another  constructed,  which 
would  not  answer  the  purpose  at  all." 

Mr.  Thomas  Rowland  being  duly  affirmed,  deposed  as 
follows: — "I  am  an  engineer.  I  was  employed  at  the 
Fairrnount  Works  for  twenty  seven  years.  I  put  in  two 
of  the  large  wheels.  Know  all  about  the  works.  Mr. 
Garrelt  served  seven  years  at  the  Fairmount  Works  while 
I  was  there.  He  knows  as  much  about  the  management 
of  the  works  as  I  do.  I  consider  him  a  very  competent 
man.  A  man  may  be  a  very  good  machinist  and  engi- 
neer, and  yet  not  be  a  good  hand  at  the  Fairmount 
Works,  there  are  many  things  to  be  known  which  require 
experience  at  this  kind  of  work.  No  man  could  be 
found  to  understand  and  manage  the  Fairmount  Works 
better  than  Washington  Garrett." 

Mr.  Garrett  further  testified  in  answer  to  questions 
asked  by  a  member  of  the  Committee.  "After  tiie  pumps 
burst,  the  head  of  water  went  down  in  the  basins,  and  if  a 
large  fire  had  occurred  at  the  time,  it  would  have  run  the 
head  of  water  down,  so  that  there  would  not  in  such  a 
case  have  been  sufficient  head  for  general  use.  Thepumps 
which  bursted  would  throw  about  one  thousand  gallons 
of  water  per  minute,  which  would  be  a  loss  of  2,160,000 
say  two  millions  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  gallons 
per  day.  One  of  the  pumps  was  old,  the  other  was  quite 
new.  They  burst  by  the  negligence  of  Cyrus  Paiker, 
who  did  not  air  them,  as  I  had  been  in  the  habit  of  doing." 

Such  is  a  history  of  the  case  as  we  had  it  before  us.  It 
will  be  for  you  to  judge  what  course  should  be  pursued 
in  the  matter. 

The  non  attention  of  ^Ir.  Birkenbine  to  the  repeated 
calls  of  the  Committee,  is  a  matter  which  Councils  should 
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consider  and  determine  what  respect  is  due  a  Committee 
of  either  branch  of  Council,  by  the  heads  of  the  several 
Departments  of  City  government. 

Your  Committee  think,  that  it  is  unfortunate,  as  recent 
facts  have  proved,  that  Mr.  Garrett  has  been  removed 
from  the  works  without  the  assignment  of  a  single  reason 
by  Mr.  Birkinbine  for  so  doing. 

In  view  oFall  the  facts  in  this  case,  the  Committee  think, 
that  they  are  fully  warranted  by  the  evidence,  as  well  as 
by  the  conduct  of  the  Chief  of  the  Water  Department,  iu 
asking  Councils  to  adopt  the  annexed  Resolution.

MR.  GARRETT'S  MEMORIAL  TO  COUNCIL. 

To  the  President  and  3fembers  of  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned  would  most  respect- 
fully call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the 
following  statement  of  facts,  and  ask  for  them  such  con- 
sideration and  action  as  you  may  in  your  judgment  de- 
termine. 

I  would  state  first,  that  I  was  appointed  by  Mr.  Bir- 
kenbine,  to  a  situation  as  Engineer  at  Fairmount  Water 
Works  last  July,  and  that  I  have  been  acting  in  that  ca- 
pacity from  the  first  of  August  last  up  to  the  11th  inst., 
when  I  was  summarily  cHscharged  for  no  fault  or  neglect 
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of  duty  on  my  part  whatever,  but  as  I  firmly  believe, 
simply  because  being  subpoenaed  as  a  witness  in  the  in- 
vestigation ordered  by  Council,  with  regard  to  the  dis- 
charge of  Mr.  Barry,  I  told  the  truth,  as  I  was  bound  to 
do  under  oath,  which  has  given  offence  to  Mr.  Birkenbine. 
I  would  farther  state  that  since  Mr.  Barry's  discharge,  I 
have  been  obliged  to  perform  nearly  all  of  the  work  of 
the  Engineers,  as  the  other  engineer,  Mr.  Parker,  has  re- 
fused or  neglected  to  do  his  share.  I  would  farther  state, 
that  I  have  served  the  City  in  the  capacity  of  engineer 
for  seven  years  under  Mr.  Graff,  and  as  I  have  ever  striven 
to  pei-form  my  duty  with  conscientious  fidelity,  I  cannot 
consent  to  be  thus  summarily  sacrificed  without  appealing 
to  your  honorable  body,  who  I  trust  will  consider  some 
other  qualification  as  requisite  to  the  proper  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  engineer  at  the  Fairmount  Water  Works  be- 
side suppressing  the  truth  or  swearing  to  falsehoods.

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COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER   OF  THE  WATER 

AVORKS. 

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  cf  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — In  reply  to  your  "  Resolution"  of  the  8th 
inst.,  I  would  say  that  it  would  aiford  me  great  pleasure 
to  oblige  so  many  of  your  honorable  body  by  reinstating 
the  two  "  Enginemen"  discharged  from  Fairmount  Works, 
who  have  drawn  so  largely  upon  your  sympathies,  could  it 
be  done  without  prejudicing  the  interest  of  the  "Depart- 
ment" vou  have  entrusted  to  my  care,  and  without  injus- 
tice to  those  now  filling  the  positions,  who  are  much  better 
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pualified  and  willing  to  perform  the  duties  assigned  them  ; 
but  as  they  were  discharged  for  what  appeared  to  me  good 
and  sufficient  reasons,  1  cannot  do  so  without  being  recreant 
to  my  duty  and  the  interest  of  the  City.  I  must,  there- 
fore, most  respectfully  decline  reinstating  them.  While 
every  appointment  made  by  me  in  the  Department  has 
been  upon  the  recommendation  of  members  of  Council, 
with  but  two  exceptions,  I  cannot  consider  such  recommen- 
dations as  an  excuse  for  any  direlection  of  duty,  no  mat- 
ter how  influential  the  parties  recommending  may  be. 

It  is  due  to  those  filling  responsible  positions  under  me, 
in  the  "  Department,"  to  state  that  those  two  are  the  only 
removals  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  make,  and  I  am 
pleased  to  bear  testimony  to  the  energy  and  interest  which 
all  the  officers  manifest  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 
This  is  apparent  in  the  greatly  increased  revenue,  the  abun- 
dant supply  of  water  wherever  the  mains  could  vent  it,  and 
the  fact  tiiat  no  complaints  have  come  to  your  honorable 
body,  either  as  regards  the  quantity  or  quality  of  the 
water  supplied  since  the  present  organization  of  the  De- 
partment— I  flatter  myself  that  you  will  also  find,  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  that  the  most  rigid  economy  and  care 
have  been  practiced  throughout  the  Department. 

Tne  course  of  the  Committee,  asking  for  the  passage  of 
this  "  Resolution,"  I  cannot  but  regret.  The  Chairman 
sometime  since  oflered  a  "Joint  Resolution,"  asking  for 
certain  information  from  me;  this  was  passed  by  you,  and 
also  by  Select  Council,  with  an  amendment,  and  it  is  now 
before  your  chamber,  awaiting  your  final  action.  As  this 
"Resolution"  requires  me  to  impart  to  Councils  my  reasons 
for  the  discharge  of  the  two  "  Enginemen"  from  Fairmount 
Works,  I  had  hoped  that  by  its  passage  you  would  permit 
me  to  communicate  my  reasons  to  you  I  cannot  see  why 
it  was  necessary  for  the  "Chairman''  to  press  his  report  upon 
you  at  your  first  meeting,  while  the  "  Resolution,"  origi- 
nating with  himself,  was  still  pending  before  your  chamber. 
It  is  important  that  one  occupying  the  responsible  posi- 
tion in  which  it  has  pleased  you  to  place  me,  and  entrusted 
with  the  management  and  keeping  of  an  interest  of  such 
magnitude  as  the  "  Water  Department,"  should  be  above 
suspicion.  I  would,  therefore,  most  respectfully  ask,  that

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if  any  of  your  honorable  body  entertain  the  idea  that  1 
have,  in  any  instance,  been  unfaithful  to  the  interests  of 
the  City,  direct  and  specific  charges  should  be  mnde,  and 
a  thorough  investigation  entered  into,  of  all  my  transactions, 
by  a  "  Joint  Committee"  of  Councils.  This  is  due  to 
''  yourselves,"  to  the  "Water  Committee,"  and  to  the  honor 
of  the  "  City"  you  represent,  as  well  as  myself.  I  am  will- 
ing that  any  and  all  of  my  official  acts  may  be  most  thorough- 
ly scrutinized,  lam  conscious  of  being  influenced  by  no 
other  motive  than  a  desire  to  promote  the  best  interests  of 
the  Department  which  you  have  placed  me  in  charge  of.

Treasurer,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay

of  Public  School  Houses,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  which  interest, 
not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall  be 
paid  half-yearlj',  on  the  first  daj'S  of  January  and  July,  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  ;  the  principal  of  said  loan 
shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years 
from  the  date  of  the  same,  and  not  before,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  holders  thereof;  and  certificates  therefor,  in 
the  usual  form  of  certificates  of  City  Loan,  to  be  marked,

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Highways,  &c.,  Re- 
port herewith  Six  Resolutions : 

The  first  is — To  authorize  the  grading  of  two  Streets  or 
Avenues  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward.  The  owners  of  pro- 
perty in  the  vicinity  of  these  Streets,  who  desire  the  grad- 
ing, are  willing  to  contribute  a  sum  nearly  equal  to  the 
sura  appropriated  to  finish  the  same,  so  that  the  Streets 
may  come  into  use  as  highways.  In  consideration  of  such 
a  liberal  offer  on  the  part  of  these  owners,  the  Committee 
deemed  it  proper  that  the  grading  should  be  done. 

The  second  is — To  authorize  the  expenditure  of  small 
sums  in  grading  three  Streets — one  in  the  Fifteenth,  one 
in  the  Twenty-third,  and  one  in  the  Twenty-fourth  Wards. 
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The  third  is — To  authorize  the  paving  of  certain  Streets, 
petitions  for  which  have  been  presented  and  passed  upon 
bj  the  Oorarnittee. 

The  fourth  is — To  repave  Cuthbert  Street,  in  the  Ninth 
Ward,  with  tramway  stone. 

The  fifth  appropriates  Three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to 
remove  the  rubbish  from,  and  plant  trees  around,  the  upper 
space  on  Moyaraensing  Avenue,  between  Wharton  and 
Reed  Streets,  in  the  First  Ward.  This  Avenue  Avas  origi-

whom  on  the  subject,  will  be  found  attached,)  has  fully  sus- 
tained the  Commitiee  in  their  opinion,  that  the  privilege  of 
granting  authority  to  make  the  enclosure  asked  for,  13 
vested  only  in  the  Legislature  of  the  State.  Yet,  in  ex- 
amining the  recorded  plan,  we  found  that  the  width  of  car- 
riage-way on  that  street,  had  been  fixed  evididently  for  the 
purpose  of  occupying  it  with  market  ?iheds.  As  the  width 
is  unusual,  being  88  feet,  with  only  1G  feet  footways,  this 
givegi  a  large  area  of  paving  for  the  City  to  keep  up,  with- 
out any  particular  bem^fic,  while  the  market  shed  arrange- 
ment is  among  the  things  that  were.  We  therefore  beg 
leave  to  Report  a  Ilesolution,  widening  said  foot-ways  to 
the  limits  asked  for  by  the  petitioners,  as  authorized  to  do 
by  Section  5  of  Ordinance  approved  May  ?,  1855,  (see  page 
445  of  Digest,)  leaving  the  remaining  portion  of  the  petition 
to  be  acted  upon  by  the  General  Assembly,  if  Councils 
deem  it  propeir  to  so  request.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regu- 
lations have  had  referred  to  them  at  sundry  times,  petitions 


/ 
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asking  that  a  safe  crossing  be  made   for  citizens  both   on 
foot  and  in  vehicles,  at  the  intersection  of  Richmond  Street 
with  the  Reading  Raih'oad,  and  they  have  given  the  matter 
their  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  Report:  That  in  their 
opinion  the  necessity  for  the  construction  of  a    sub-way  at 
that  point  is  very  great,  and  that  there  are  other  interests 
involved,   than   merely   the   City  cf  Philadelphia,  per  se. 
The   Reading  Railroad    Company   having  their  extensive 
shipping  point  at  this  immediate   locality,  makes  it  import- 
ant for  them,  that   they  should   not  be   subjected   to    tho 
continued  risks  of  damages  for  injury  to  life   or  limb  of  a 
passing  citizen,  the   Second   and   Third  Street  Passenger 
Railroad   Company,  being  compelled   by   their   chater   to 
cross  the  line  of  the  Reading   Railroad,  they  are  likewise 
interested  that  such  crossing  should  be  free  from   danger, 
if  at  grade  the  danger  is  imminent  and  continious,  subjec- 
ting them  also  to  injurious  delays,  while   a   sub  way  would 
prevent  both.     A  report  from  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor upon  this  question  made  December  3,  185G,  {Appen- 
dix No.  40,)  states  that  a  sub-way  is  much  better  than  a 
bridge,  as  a  bridge  would  be  more  costly  and  require  heavy 
grades  at  the  approches,  while  no  objection  can  be  offered 
to  the  sub-way  relative  to  the  drainage,  as  a  culvert  can  be 
constructed  to    tide  water.     The   Reading  iiailroad   Com- 
pany with  becoming  liberality,  have  granted  13  feet  of  their 
front  for   a   distance   of         feet   from   Lehigh  Avenue  to 
Somerset  Street,  and  the  letter  of  their   President  of  date 
February  1,  1856,  offers   to  appropriate  $18,000    towards 
the  s*aid  construction,  which  was  one  half  of  estimate  of  cost 
made  at  tliat  time,  but  which  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor thinks  can  now  be  reduced  to  $30,000.     The  Second 
and  Third  Street  Railroad  have  also  advised   this   Commit- 
tee that  they  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000,  which   is 
hereby  reported,  though  we  think  insufficient  for  the  bene- 
fits  that  would  be  enjoyed  by  them  if  the  sub-way  be  con- 
structed.

AN  ordinance 

Authorizing  the  construction  of  a  passage  way  under    the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railorad,  on  Richmond  Street,  in  the  19th  Ward. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  do  Ordain,  that  the  Citj  Solicitor  be 
and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  a  contract 
with  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company, 
for  the  construction  of  a  passage  way  under  the  track  of 
the  said  Railroad  Company  at  the  point  where  they  cross 
the  line  of  Richmond  Street,  and  also  a  bridge  on  said 
crossing  for  the  use  of  said  Railroad  Company,  at  about 
the  level  of  the  tracks  now  constructed  and  in  use,  the 
same  to  be  done  in  accordance  with  plan  on  file  Depart- 
ment of  Surveys,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors, 
August  14th,  1855,  arrainged  as  follows : 

The  said  construction  shall  extend  from  the  north  side 
of  Lehigh  Avenue  on  the  south  to  the  south  curb  line  of 
Somerset  Street  on  the  north,  upon  the  line  of  Richmond 
Street,  and  the  width  of  Richmond  Street  shall  be  so  in- 
creased by  taking  in  13  feet  of  the  Reading  Railroad  Com- 
pany's ground  on  the  easterly  side  as  to  give  a  clear 
width  of  Street  of  seventy-three  feet,  extending  from  the 
centre  of  Lehigh  Avenue  on  the  south  to  the  centre  of 
Somerset  Street  on  the  north. 

The  excavation  for  the  passage  way,  to  commence  at 
the  north  curb-line  of  Lehigh  Avenue  and  descend  north- 
wardly with  such  grade  as  may  be  requisite  to  reach  a 
depression  sufficient  to  give  thirteen  feet  clear  headroom 
under  the  Reading  Railroad  bridge,  thence  passing  level 

31 
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under  said  bridge  its  full  width,  ascending  northwardly 
with  such  gradient  as  will  reach  the  present  surface  at 
the  south  curb  line  of  Somerset  Street. 

The  width  of  depressed  roadway,  except  under  bridge 
hereinafter  mentioned,  to  be  thirty-four  feet,  measured 
from  the  eastern  side  of  street  as  widened,  giving  a  car- 
raige  way  of  twenty-seved  feet,  paved  with  cobblestones, 
and  a  foot-way  pavement  on  the  eastern  side  with  width 
of  7  feet,  paved  with  brick. 

The  width  of  roadway  to  remain  upon  the  present  ex- 
isting grade,  to  be  thirty-nine  feet,  (39  ft.)  twenty-six  feet 
of  which,  measuring  from  the  westerly  side  of  the  de- 
pressed roadway,  to  be  a  carriage-way,  paved  with  cobble 
stone,  and  the  thirteen  feet  (13  ft.)  remaining  on  the  west- 
erly side  of  street  to  be  a  footway,  paved  with  brick,  as 
now  fixed  and  in  use. 

Upon  the  west  side  of  the  depressed  roadway  will  be  a 
retaining  wall  of  good  irregular  masonry,  with  hammer- 
dressed  face,  capped  with  heavy  cut  stone  coping,  and  a 
firm  iron  railing  set  thereon. 

The  Bridge  spanning  the  depressed  roadway  for  the  use 
of  the  Reading  Eailroad  Company,  shall  be  of  iron,  with 
forty  feet  clear  span  at  right  angles  to  the  line  of  Rich- 
mond street,  and  sixty-six  feet  in  width  at  right  angles  to 
line  of  bridge,  to  be  of  such  plan  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City,  the  eastern 
abutment  of  bridge  to  be  in  line  with  eastern  line  of 
street  as  widened,  the  western  abutment  to  set  back  six 
feet  (6  ft.)  from  the  western  line  of  depressed  roadway, 
which  width  shall  be  used  for  a  footway,  with  stairs  of 
stone  connecting  the  present  and  proposed  roadway,  by 
which  a  free  and  safe  communication  may  be  had  between 
them,  the  necessary  plans  and  grades  to  be  furnished  by, 
and  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  direction  and  super- 
vision of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

There  shall  also  be  constructed  a  three  feet  circular 
culvert   or    drain,   extending  from    the    depression    at 
•Bud   under  the   bridge   to    the  Delaware  river,   for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  off  any  drainage  that  would  other 
wise  accumulate  in  the  depression  thus  constructed. 

Sec.  II,  Upon  the  completion  of  said  work,  and  a  cer- 
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tificate  of  approval  and  acceptance  bj  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  being  presented  to  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  he  shall  issue  a  warrant  upon  the  City 
Treasurer,  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Com- 
pany, for  one  thousand  dollars,  as  payment  in  full  of  said 
contract. 

Sec.  III.  That  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
being  the  unexpended  balance  of  Item  15,  of  appropria- 
tioh  made  to  the  Department  of  Highways,  for  the  year 
1859,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  transferred  and  specifi- 
cally appropriated  for  the  purpose  herein  described. 

Sec.  IY.  And  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia  hereby 
conveys,  upon  the  completion  and  approval  of  said  work, 
as  aforesaid,  to  the  said  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail- 
road Company,  and  hereby  anthorizes  and  directs  the 
Mayor  of  said  City  to  execute  a  deed  therefor,  all  that 
certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground  situate  on  the  northerly  side 
of  the  Reading  Railroad,  bounded  as  follows  :  Beginning 
at  a  point  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  Reading  Railroad 
144  feet  2^  inches  westward  from  the  westerly  side  of 
West  street,  on  a  course  of  north  57°  V  east,  a  distance  of 
34  feet  If  inches;  thence  south  32°  24i'  east,  348  feet  9| 
inches,  crossing  said  West  street  to  a  point  on  the  north- 
erly side  of  the  Reading  Railroad  155  feet  9|  inches  east- 
ward from  the  easterly  side  of  West  street;  thence  along  the 
northerly  side  of  the  Reading  Railroad,  crossing  West 
street  again,  north  38°  west  350  feetlf  inches  to  the  place 
of  beginning.

In  the  record  of  the  loans  of  the  old  City  there  is  no  dis-

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To  meet  this,  all  the  means  in  the  "  ten  million  Sinking 
Fund"  are  applicable,  but  the  Councils  are  hardly  prepared 
to  sacrifice  property  which  at  some  future  day  may  be 
more  productive  than  it  could  now  be  made,  and  therefore 
in  conformity  to  the  request  of  the  Councils,  the  Com- 
missioners will  only  submit  what  appears  to  them  a  prac- 
tical suggestion  and  one  which  it  is  presumed  will  meet 
with  approbation,  which  is  to  appropriate  the  available 
means  of  this  fund  towards  the  payment  of  the  debt,  and 
to  provide  for  the  balance  from  the  proceeds  of  a  new  loan. 

The  available  means  in  the  Sinking  Fund  of  ten  million

Which,  being  applied,  will  leave  to  be  raised  by  anew  30 
years  loan  $700,000. 

There  are  also  held  by  the  same  fund  one  hundred  and 
eighty-three  thousand  dollars  of  ground  rents  and  mortga- 
ges, a  large  proportion  of  which  are  on  unimproved  pro- 
perty and  could  not  be  converted  into  money  at  par,  but 
they  are  believed  to  be  sufficiently  well  secured,  and  from 
time  to  time  are  being  paid  oft".  To  realize  them  now 
would  cost  a  con.jiderable  discount  which  may  be  saved  by 
holding  them,  and  their  proceeds  can  be  equally  well  ap- 
plied towards  the  loans  payable  in  1861. 

As  it  is  very  desirable  to  asce»'tain  the  period  during  the 
year  18G0,  when  the  sum  of  $590,253  33  will  mature,  it 
is  respectfully  suggested  to  Councils  that  the  holders  of 
certificates  of  loan  issued  by  the  City  and  the  Districts, 
maturing  in  1860,  be  requested  to  present  them  to  the 
City  Treasurer  that  he  may  record  their  maturity.  This 
would,  if  complied  with,  have  the  double  advantage  not 
only  of  defining  the  maturity  but  also  of  testing  the  ac- 
curacy of  the  Controllers  calculations,  which  alone,  under 
the  circumstances,  the  Councils  are  hardly  justified  in  re- 
lying on,  for  should  it  prove  that  the  original  statement  is 
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correct,  a  very  large  amount  of  loan  will  be  presented  for 
payment  without  provision  having  been  made  to  pay  it. 

In  this  connection  the  Commissioners  will  express  their 
anxiety  that  steps  shall  be  taken  to  test  the  accuracy  of 
the  whole  record  of  loans.  This  can  be  done  by  a  Reso- 
lution instructing  the  Treasurer  to  pay  no  interest  unless 
the  certificates  arc  produced,  when  the  interest  is  demanded 
or  had  been  produced  previously,  and  requiring  when  pro- 
duced, that  a  record  shall  be  taken  of  the  certificates. 

Exception  should  be  made  at  the  first  interest  period  in 
favor  of  foreign  holders,  but  an  accurate  description  of 
each  certificate  should  be  required  from  them  before  a 
second  payment  is  made.  By  this  process,  on  the  1st  of 
July  next,  or  very  shortly  thereafter,  a  transcript  of  every 
certificate  may  be  had  and  the  interest  tables  made  to  con- 
form precisely  with  the  outstanding  loans,  and  the  exact 
maturity  of  each  loan  defined.  There  is  more  reason  to 
believe  that  the  existing  indebtness  is  smaller  than  repre- 
sented, than  that  it  is  larger,  but,  in  matters  of  such 
moment,  although  it  is  not  remarkable  that  some  confusion 
should  follow  the  consolidation  of  the  accounts  of  so  many 
Districts,  in  some  of  which  the  accounts  were  kept  very  care- 
lessly, it  is  incumbent  tn  Councils  that  nothing  should  be  left 
undone  to  secure  an  exact  conformity  in  all  particulars 
between  the  records  of  the  debt,  and  the  evidences  of  it. 

In  their  report  of  January  last,  the  Commissioners  asked 
from  Councils  authority  to  require  that  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  keep  a  seperate  deposit  of  money  belonging  to  their 
trust.  This  suggestion  has  not  been  acted  on,  it  certainly 
is  unnecessary  to  do  more  than  again  call  the  attention  of 
your  honorable  bodies  to  so  palpable  a  duty,  for  money 
belonging  to  a  trust  created  as  an  assurance  to  the  loan 
holders,  ought  to  be  kept  separate  and  apart  so  as  not  to 
be  appliable  to  any  other  uses  or  it  will  fail  in  its  great 
end  of  securing  public  confidence.

To  the  Select  and  Common   Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  Resolu^.ion,  entitled,  "a  Resolution  re- 
questing the  General  Assembly  to  enact  a  further  supple- 
ment to  the  Act  incorporating  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
respectfully  Report : 

That  they  have  considered  the  same,  and  endorse  the 
general  features  thereof,  if  passed  by  the  coming  Legisla- 
ture it  would  secure  a  basis  of  valuation  common  to  the 
whole  city,  prevent  any  property  from  being  omitted  in 
the  assessments,  result  in  more  certainty  in  the  collection 
of  the  municipal  revenue,  and  be  attended  by  a  saving  of 
some  thousands  of  dollars. 

The  Committee  in  recommending  its  passage,  as  they  do, 
do  not  a.^sume  that  it  is  a  perfect  substitute  for  the  exist- 
ing mode,  but  they  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  an  improve- 
ment upon  the  present  system,  and  that  whatever  evils  may 
arise  in  its  working,  they  will  be  only  those  of  detail,  which 
can  be  easily  remedied. 

An  objection  was  taken  to  the  mode  of  appointment  of 
the  Assessors,  and  it  was  suggested  : 

1st.  That  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  should  appoint. 

2d.   That  the  Mayor  should  ;  and 

3d.  That  they  should  be  elected   directly  by  the  people. 

The  Committee  decline  to  recommend  the  first  suojges- 
tion,  inasmuch  as  they  do  not  nee  that  it  comes  within  the 
scope  of  judicial  duty,  and  while  they  would  express  the 
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utmost  confidence  in  the  judiciary,  they  cannot  hut  think 
that  the  conferring  upon  them  of  the  power  of  appointment 
to  offices  of  emolument,  will  do  much  to  impair  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  bench. 

They  have  not  thought  proper  to  adopt  the  second  sug- 
gestion, for  the  reason  that  the  duties  are  not  executive, 
and  the  people  would  be  jealous  to  have  vested  in  the 
Mayor  the  appointment  of  a  board  whose  functions  would 
be  so  intimately  associated  with  the  most  valuable  interests 
of  the  community. 

In  declining  to  adopt  the  third  suggestion,  the  Committee 
do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  questioning  the  capacity 
of  the  people  to  select  these  officers,  but  they  are  of  opin- 
ion, that  if  the  Board  is  indirectly  under  the  control  of  the 
elective  franchise,  it  would  secure  for  it  greater  indepen- 
dence of  local  influence,  and  result  in  a  more  considerate 
choice  by  the  taxables  of  municipal  representatives. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state,  that  the  proposed  supplement 
was  shown  to  Messrs.  Olmsted  and  Hirst,  Commissioners 
appointeil  under  Ordinance  to  revise  our  Municipal  Code, 
and  that  upon  reflection  they  approved  its  general  features. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  it  be  printed  in  the 
Appendix  for  the  inspection  of  the  members.

RESOLUTION 

Requesting  the  General  Assembly  to  enact  a  further  Supplement  to  an  Act  en- 
titled, "  An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

Resolved^  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  succeeding  Bill  be  adopted 
as  the  expression  of  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  through 
their  representatives  in  Councils,  and  that  the  Mayor  of 
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the  City  be  directed  to  forward  the  same  to  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  with  an  earnest  request  that  the 
same  be  passed. 

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMTNT 
To  an  Act  entitled,  "  An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylxania,  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Select  and  Common  Coun- 
cils of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  second  stated  meet- 
ing in  the  month  of  June,  1860,  shall  elect  in  joint  meet- 
ing, by  viva  voce  vote,  twelve  citizens,  having  proper  know- 
ledge of  the  value  of  estate, whether  real,  personal,  or  mixed, 
in  the  County  of  Philadelphia  ;  two  of  them  to  serve  for  one 
year,  two  of  them  to  serve  for  two  years,  two  of  them  to 
serve  for  three  years,  two  of  them  to  serve  for  four  years, 
two  of  them  to  serve  for  five  years,  and  two  of  them  to 
serve  fof  six  years  from  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1800, 
and  thereafter  on  or  before  the  last  stated  meeting  in  May 
in  each  year,  elect  two  citizens  to  serve  for  six  years  as  as- 
sessors from  the  first  day  of  July,  then  next  succeeding, 
who,  together  with  the  surveyors  elected  according  to  ex- 
isting laws,  shall  constitute  "  The  Board  of  Assessors  and 
Surveyors,"  and  the  president  thereof  shall  be  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
that  all  laws  providing  for  the  election  of  assessors  in  the 
County  of  Philadelphia,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  II.  The  said  "  Board  of  Assessors  and  Surveyors" 
shall  be  charged  exclusively  with  all  duties  relating  to  as- 
sessments, and  shall  exclusively  exercise  the  duties  hereto- 
fore performed  by  the  County  Board  of  Revision,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  Councils  by  Ordinance  to  establish 
such  regulations  as  shall  be  by  them  deemed  necessary  to 
enable  said  Board  to  execute  the  duties  herein  imposed 
upon  them. 

Sec.  III.  That  the  said  Board  of  Assessors  and  Sur- 
veyors shall,  by  a  method  determined  and  specified  by  an 
Ordinance  of  the  Councils  of  Philadelphia,  proceed  at  once 
35 
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to  make,  in  a  book  for  each  Ward  of  said  City,  a  descrip- 
tion by  metes  and  bounds,  of  all  real  estate,  in  said  Ward, 
with  a  just  valuation  thereof,  and  return  the  same  to  the 
office  of  said  Board  (which,  until  otherwise  ordered  by 
Councils,  shall  be  at  the  oflice  of  the  Department  of  Sur- 
veys in  said  City).  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board, 
upon  the  return  of  the  book  of  any  Ward,  to  insert  in  five 
daily  newspapers,  twice  a  week,  for  two  weeks,  that  the 
book  containing  the  descriptions  and  valuations  of  real  es- 
tate in  said  Ward  is  at  the  office  of  the  said  Board,  and 
that  all  parties  having  an  interest  therein  shall  meet  the 
said  Board  upon  a  day  or  days  in  said  notice  specified  to 
consider  the  same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board 
to  determine  said  valuations,  and  the  same  shall  be  final, 
conclusive,  and  without  appeal ;  and  to  note  on  each  de- 
scription of  property  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof,  as  the  same  shall  be  ascertained  ;  and  also  to 
specify  all  property  that  is  by  law  "  exempt"  from  taxation, 
and  all  that  is  "  rural"  according  to  existing  laws.  And 
said  Board  shall  proceed  in  like  manner  with  each  Ward  in 
said  City.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  book  of  any  Ward, 
as  herein  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  to 
cause  a  duplicate  thereof  to  be  made,  and  delivered  to  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes,  who  shall  collect  the  assessment  of 
taxes  made  on  the  property  therein  contained  as  now  pro- 
vided by  Law. 

Sec.  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  to  perform, 
as  Councils  may  direct,  all  the  duties  now  enjoined  by  law 
on  assessors,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  hereof,  and  to  meet,  or  a  certain  number 
thereof,  at  the  office  of  said  Board,  or  at  such  places  as 
may  be  designated  for  the  purpose  of  making  extra  assess- 
ments, according  to  law  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  hereafter 
of  the  President  of  said  Board  to  issue  his  precept  to  one 
or  more  of  the  members  thereof,  to  make  out  and  return, 
before  the  first  day  of  September  following,  a  just  and 
perfect  list  of  all  taxable  persons  residing  in  each  Ward, 
and  the  same,  when  piinted,  shall  be  posted  up  in  the  office 
of  said  Board,  and  no  where  else.  And  it  shall  hereafter 
be  the  duty  of  each  judge  of  each  election  division  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  to  obtain  from  the  President  of  said 
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Board  two  copies  of  said  list,  which  he  shall  have  at  the 
place  of  voting  on  the  day  of  any  election  appointed  by 
law. 

Sec.  V.  That  the  Councils  of  Philadelphia,  by  Ordinance, 
shall  prescribe  a  method  for  said  Board  to  continue  the  de- 
scriptions and  valuations  hereinbefore  provided  for,  to  be 
made  in  each  and  every  year,  and  the  same  to  alter  at 
their  pleasure,  and  the  valuations  made  and  returned  to 
the  City  Commissioners  for  the  year  1860  under  existing 
laws,  shall  continue  in  force  until  superseded  by  the  pro- 
visions hereof;  and  said  assessors  books  for  the  year  1860 
shall  be  deposited  at  the  office  of  the  said  Board. 

Sec.  VI.  That  each  member  of  said  Board,  exclusive  of 
the  President,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  Councils,  shall 
receive  annually  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  in  lieu 
of  all  other  compensation. 

Sec.  VII.  That  in  the  annual  appropriation  made  to  the 
Department  of  Surveys,  there  shall  be  items  therein  con- 
stituted to  carry  out  the  provisions  hereof.

REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SURVEYS  AND  REGULATIONS. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  Select 

and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Pliiladelphia. 

Gentlemen  ; — Your  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regu- 
lations beg  leave  to  return  the  Petition  from  the  Philadel- 
phia City  Passenger  Railroad  Company,  soliciting  Coun- 
cils to  take  early  action  in  the  matter  of  the  Chestnut 
Street  Bridge,  and  expressing  their  readiness  and  desire 
to  pay  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  for  that 
purpose,  as  directed  in  the  Charter  ;  and  state,  that  so  far 
as  the  duty  of  your  Committee  extends,  they  have  per- 
formed everything  in  their  power  for  the  furtherance  of 
this  much  required  improvement.  The  Ordinance  of 
Nov.  20,  1858,  (page  445  of  Ordinances)  provides  for  the 
building  of  a  Cast  Iron  Arched  Bridge,  with  certain  pro- 
visos, which  are  :  First,  That  the  plan  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Surveyors.  Second^  That  it  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  Councils  ;  and  Third,  That  a  loan  shall  be 
created  for  this  specific  purpose.  The  first  of  these  pro- 
visions has  been  complied  with,  and  we  have  now  submit- 
ted for  your  action  a  design,  which  has  not  only  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  but  has  been  endorsed 
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by  Messrs.  J.  Edgar  Thompson,  J.  C.  Cresson,  and  Ash- 
bel  Welsh,  three  Civil  Engineers  of  undoubted  practical 
ability,  upon  whose  judgment  we  can  safely  depend.  We 
now  ask  that  your  approval  may  be  given  to  the  plans  be- 
fore us,  when  the  remaining  work  will  be  with  the  Com- 
mittee of  Finance.  As  to  the  necessity  for  this  structure, 
your  Committee  cannot  do  better  than  by  referring  the 
Chamber  to  the  interesting  Reports  presented  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Surveys  and  Regulations  of  1857  and  1853, 
which  may  be  found  in  Appendix  No.  89  of  Jour.  C.  C, 
of  date  June  18,  1857,  accompanied  by  a  Report  from  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor;  and  also  to  Appendix  No. 
146,  Journal  C.  C,  of  date  April  1,  1858,  relative  to  the 
plans  and  designs  presented.  We  would  also  say,  that 
these  Reports  were  called  forth  by  the  petition  of  some 
G,000  of  our  largest  property  holders,  and  most  influen- 
tial citizens,  and,  therefore,  recommend  that  an  early  ac- 
tion of  Councils  may  be  had  upon  the  Resolution  now 
upon  the  President's  table,  approving  the  plan  of  the 
Chestnut  Street  Bridge,  as  sent  to  us  by  the  Board,  of 
Surveys.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Highways,  &c.,  here- 
with Report,  and  submit  for  the  consideration  of  Councils, 
five  Resolutions. 

The  First,  is  to  authorize  the  Department  to  notify  the 
owners  of  property  on  certain  streets,  to  set  the  curb  and 
pave  the  footway  in  front  of  their  respective  properties. 

The  Second,  is  to  authorize  the  Department  to  re-pave 
certain  streets  with  tramway  stone. 

The  Third,  is  to  authorize  the  grading  of  certain  streets, 
at  a  cost  for  each,  which  is  theiein  limited. 

The  Fourth,  is  to  authorize  repairs  to  certain  Bridges, 
and  to  pay  for  repairs  done  to  others.  This  Resolution  is  ren- 
36 
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dered  necessary,  because  by  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance 
making  a  special  appropriation  of  eight  thousand  dollars  to 
the  Department,  for  repairs  to  bridges,  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  can  be  expencled  for  such  repairs  to  any 
one  bridge,  except  authorized  by  a  Eesolution  of  Councils. 
And  with  regard  to  the  bills  to  be  paid  for  work  already 
done,  the  Committee  were  informed  by  the  Department, 
that  the  work  in  both  those  cases  were  put  under  way  before 
the  passage  of  the  Ordinance  containing  the  restrictive 
clause. 

And  the  Fifth  and  last  Resolution,  is  to  authorize  the 
Department  to  lay  a  double  track  of  the  City  Railroad  over 
the  space  recently  occupied  by  the  Market  Houses  on 
Market  street,  between  Fifteenth  street  and  Seventeenth 
street.  A  Sub-Committee  of  the  Committee  on  Highways, 
met  a  Committee  of  the  Directors  of  the  West  Philadelphia 
Passenger  Railroad  Company,  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  En- 
gineer and  Surveyor,  and  after  a  conference  there  had,  it 
was  arranged  that  the  City  would  lay  the  new  track  at  the 
estimated  cost  of  five  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars,  in- 
cluding the  paving,  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Rail- 
road Company  furnishing  for  that  purpose  all  the  cast  iron 
rails,  timber,  and  wrought  iron  needed,  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $3,273  51,  leaving  to  be  paid  by  the  City,  for  paving, 
$2,214  00,  laying  the  track,  $260  00,  and  for  contingen- 
cies, $152  49,  a  total  of  $2,626  49:  and  for  the  materials 
furnished  by  the  Railroad  Company,  it  is  proposed  to  give 
them  the  old  railroad  as  it  now  lays  in  the  street. 

The  Committee  have  carefully  considered  the  matter, 
and  deem  the  arrangement  a  good  one.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SURVEYS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  Cily  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen: — Your  Com-nittee  on  Surveys  and  Regula- 
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tions,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  a  large  number 
of  the  residents  of  the  21st  and  24th  Wards,  asking  that 
the  highway  over  the  river  Schuylkill,  at  the  Falls  Villiage, 
may  be  made  free,  have  given  the  matter  their  attention, 
and  beg  leave  to  lay  before  the  chambers  a  short  history 
of  the  case,  by  which  it  may  be  made  intelligible  for  those 
to  whom  it  may  be  a  new  subject,  and  also  a  Report  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  made  to  and  at  the  request 
of  this  Committee,  with  a  valuation  of  the  structure  as  it 
now  stands. 

The  bridge  now  constructed,  was  built  by  a  Company, 
during  the  year  1819,  under  an  Act  of  Assembly  I'Jth  of 
April,  1844.  By  an  Act  of  April  5,  1855,  the  Company 
were  authorized  to  sell  their  right,  tide  and  interest  in  paid 
bridge  and  adjoining  lands,  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
Provided,  the  price  be  determined  by  a  Jury  of  view,  com- 
posed of  six  citizens  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions ;  ayid  Provided,  that  the  said  Court  and  the  City 
Councils  approve  of  the  report  of  the  said  Jury,  the  price 
to  be  payable  in  cash  or  six  per  cent  bonds,  payable  with 
interest  at  the  option  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils, 
interest  to  be  paid  half  yearly.  Upon  application,  a  Jury 
of  view  was  appointed,  and  made  a  Report  upon  said  bridge 
signed  hj  five  of  the  sir.  Jurors  appointed,  the  date  of  said 
report  is  June  27,  1855,  fixing  the  sum  of  ^21,000,  with  a 
dower  of  $10  27,  payable  annually  to  a  widow.  This  re- 
port being  invalid,  on  account  of  a  want  of  the  unanimous 
action  of  the  Jury  of  view,  nothing  was  done  until  March 
30,  1859,  when  another  supplement  to  the  act  was  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly,  making  the  report  of  five  Jurors 
of  view,  legal  and  authorizing  the  sale  to  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia for  the  sum  of  $18,000,  they  therefore,  are  now 
authorized  to  act.  _Since  this  report  has  been  made,  the  su- 
perstructure of  the  bridge  has  become  worthless,  and  your 
Committee  have  had  sent  to  them,  a  proposition,  under  the 
seal  of  Falls  of  Schuylkill  Bridge  Company,  offering  to 
sell  the  structure,  entire,  for  the  sum  of  $18,000,  provided 
it  be  made  a  free  bridge.  The  estimate  prepared  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  in  detail,  from  a  personal 
examination  of  the  structure  gives  a  valuation  of  $17,5 lo, 
showing  that  the  proposition  made,  is  not  excessive  in  its 
amount. 
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The  demands  for  a  free  bridge  at  that  point  are  urgent, 
and  justly  so,  as  it  is  the  only  bridge  in  the  City  limits, 
north  of  the  Girard  Avenue  Bridge  that  can  be  used  with 
safety  to  carriages,  while  the  tolls  required  from  those  re- 
siding ill  the  immediate  neighborhood,  whose  means  of 
livelihood  requires  a  daily  crossing  of  some  four  times,  be- 
comes a  heavy  burden  and  tax  upon  the  laboring  man. 

We  would  state  to  the  Chambers,  that  if  this  Bridge 
should  be  purchased  by  the  City,  it  will  be  requisite  that 
the  present  superstructure  be  replaced  at  once,  at  a  cost  of 
some  10  or  $12,000. 

We  therefore  offer  the  accompanying  Ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — As  directed  by  your  Committee,  I  lay  be- 
fore you  an  explanation  of  the  matters  of  complaint  as  set 
forth  in  a  communication  from  the  President  of  the  "  Trus- 
tees of  Lower  Burial  Ground,  in  22d  ^Vard."  The  burial 
ground  is  situate  at  the  corner  of  Fisher's  Lane  (now  East 
Logan  street)  and  Germantown  Avenue,  the  line  of  Logan 
street  for  a  distance  of  150  feet  eastward  of  the  Avenue, 
being  at  an  angle  with  the  line  further  eastward,  this  angle 
is  the  whole  matter  of  difficulty,  and  as  recorded,  throws 
the  north  side  of  Lane  three  feet  upon  the  burial  ground ; 
from  the  examinations  that  have  been  made,  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  an  error  has  been  made  in  the  record 
upon  the  phm  of  1849.  In  making  the  examinations  re- 
quisite fur  a  settlement  of  the  question,  the  stone  which  is 
noted  upon  the  plan  as  marking  the  line  at  the  Avenue, 
could  not  be  found,  having  certainly  been  removed  some 
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years  since,  it  therefore  became  necessary  for  us  to  trace 
up  the  properties  on  the  south,  hoping  that  by  giving  each 
their  fronts  as  recited  in  their  deed,  a  space  would  be  left 
between  the  corner  property  and  the  wall  of  burial  ground, 
equal  to  the  width  called  for  in  the  record  of  Fisher's  Lane 
(33  feet.)  This  has  been  found  in  fact  to  be  so,  and  the 
curbstone  now  set,  with  the  regulated  width  of  carriage- 
way 21  feet,  is  in  conformity  with  the  recital  in  deed  of  the 
property  on  the  lower  corner,  and  does  not  interfere  with 
the  burial  ground  property,  the  line  in  strict  measurement 
encroaching  on  wall  as  now  erected  only  ^yc  inches  (5  in.), 
making  the  recorded  an";le  incorrect.  Therefore  if  the 
lines  as  now  determined  and  shown  by  the  location  of  the 
curb  be  established  by  order  of  Councils,  all  parties  will 
have  their  full  amount  of  ground  called  for  in  their  deed'?, 
no  one  will  be  aggrieved,  and  the  City  have  all  the  facili- 
ties for  travel  heretofore  enjoyed.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regu- 
lations, to  whom  was  referred  the  annexed  Resolution 
from  the  Common  Council  Chamber,  asking  that  line  and 
grade  regulations  may  be  fixed  upon  that  portion  of  the 
23d  Ward,  lying  north  of  Bridesburg,  and  between  the 
Delaware  river  and  the  Philadelphia  and  Bristol  turnpike 
road,  have  given  the  matter  their  attention,  and  beg  leave 
to  offer  an  amended  Resolution  to  the  same  effect,  yet 
with  such  guards,  as  to  limit  the  amount  of  work  that 
the  purposes  of  the  Resolution  may  be  carried  out  with- 
out incurring  an  expenditure  that  would  be   considered 
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unwarrantable  for  that  Section.  Your  Committee  is  fully 
advised  of  the  great  advantages  to  the  City  that  the  exten- 
sion of  its  plans  will  aft'ord,  and,  therefore,  in  this  case, 
recommend  such  plan  as  will  give  the  lines  of  streets  suffi- 
ciently close  to  prevent  the  liability  of  excessive  drainage 
from  the  construction  of  residences  or  other  buildings 
upon  such  sites  as  will  interfere  with  the  location  of  fu- 
ture streets.

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AN  ORDINANCE, 

To  create  a  Loan  by  the  issue  of  Certificates  of  Debt  in  pnyment  of  Road 
Damages. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  do  Ordain,  That  the  City  Treasurer 
be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized'to  issue  and  deliver  in  pay- 
ment of  Road  Damages,  assessed  and  to  be  assessed,  certifi- 
cates of  debt  of  this  corporation,  for  such  amounts,  at  such 
times,  and  to  such  parties  as  Councils  shall  hereafter,  b}^ 
Ordinance,  specially  direct.  Provided^  the  Avhole  amount 
of  such  certificates  shall  not  exceed  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars. 

Sect,  II.  The  said  certificates  shall  be  in  such  form  as 
is  prescribed  in  existing  Ordidances  ;  but  shall  contain  no 
fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  be  trans- 
ferrable  as  other  certificates  of  City  debt ;  they  shall  bear 
a  rate  of  interest  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  [)ayable 
half  yearly  on  the  first  days  of  April  and  October  ;  and.  the 
principal  thereof  shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the  expira- 
tion of  thirty  years  from  their  respective  dates,  and  not 
before,  without  the  consent  of  the  holders  thereof. 

Sect,  III.  Whenever  any  of  the  said  certificates  shall 
be  issued  and  deliveied  as  aforesaid,  there  shall  be,  by  force 
of  this  Ordinance,  annually  appropriated  out  of  the  income 
of  the  corporate  estates,  and  from  the  sums  raised  by  taxa- 
tion, a  sura  sufiicient  to  pay  the  interest  of  said  certificates ; 
and  the  further  sura  of  one  fourth  of  one  per  Centura  on 
the  par  value  of  such  certificates  so  issued  and  delivered, 
shall  be  appropriated  quarterly  out  of  the  said  income  and 
taxes,  to  be  a  sinking  fund,  which  ^und  and  the  accumula- 
tions are  hereby  specifically  pledged  for  the  redemption  and 
payment  of  said  certificates.
